In southern Illinois, he was greeted by 


men in farmer's attire and women in cot- 
ton dresses . They greeted him at the 
end of their lane or at crossroads with 
lemonade and root beer.

Zettefc Suggested Meeting 
Quadroplex Controversy To Be Eyed 


Representatives of Centex Corp. and 


residents of Elk Grove Estates are to 
meet Monday in an attempt to settle the 
controversy over the proposed construc- 
tion of 152 quadroplex units near Alexian 
Brothers Medical Center. 


The two parties agreed this week to 


meet in an effort to avoid reopening a 
public hearing on the 25-acre quadroplex 
site north of Biesterfield Road. 


The meeting was planned at the sug- 


gestion of Village Pres. Charles Zettek. 


In the event the meeting does not re- 


sult in satisfaction to both parties, anoth- 
er public hearing on the quadroplex site 
has been tentatively set for Nov. 18. 


The village board voted Tuesday to 


have the plan commission reopen the 
Aug. 5 public hearing after Village Atty. 
Edward Hofert recommended it do so. 
Residents had complained they had no 
notice of the hearing though it was legal- 
ly advertised. 


Some 100 residents of Elk Grove Es- 


tates, the area west of Arlington Heights 
Road and north of Biesterfield Road, at- 
tended Tuesday's village board meeting. 


They were represented by attorneys 


Frederick Bragiel and Elliot Heidel who 
told the board that residents think con- 
struction of quadroplexes will decrease 
property values and lower the aesthetic 
character of the area. They presented a 
petition with more than 230 signatures. 


Residents have charged that when they 


bought their homes in Elk Grove Estates 
the developer told them more town- 
houses of the same economic and aes-

thetic character would be built. Now, 
they say they were "misrepresented." 


Residents object to the less expensive 


quadroplex units of which 72 are under 
construction along Wellington Avenue on 
a 6-acre site approved earlier this year. 


Bragiel, former chairman of the vil- 


lage zoning board of appeals, said some 
of the residents who bought homes in the 
subdivision saw renderings of town- 
houses that were earmarked for the 25- 
acre site in question known as parcel 
"C." 


The developer has said that at one 


time townhouses were planned for the 
area but a changing market and econo- 
my necessitated a change. 


Robert Evans, an attorney for the de- 


veloper who also attended Tuesday's 
meeting, said Centex Corp. has complied 
with the legal requirements regarding 
parcel "C " 


He said the hearing should be related 


to matters of zoning only and not the al- 
legations of misrepresentation and fraud. 


Zettek said he holds the developer in 


high esteem but had even greater re- 
spect for the residents and that the vil- 
lage board acting as a responsible body 
should act accordingly. 


Zettek's comments received applause 


from the standing-room-only crowd in 
the village board chamber in the base- 
ment of the municipal building. It was 
one of the largest crowds to attend a 
board meeting since the new building 
opened less than a year ago. 


In other action, the board also heard 


Jean Anderson, of 244 Brookhaven Dr. 
complain that a drainage problem is 
being created behind her home by The 
Terrace apartment complex construc- 
tion 


Mrs. Anderson said the developer is 


making large mounds of dirt for land- 
scaping purposes but in doing so he is 
causing a drainage problem. 


She also complained of a lack of priva- 


cy. Children walking on the mounds can 
easily look into her home, she said. 


"I may as well be in Chicago," she 


added.

Plan Would End 
Personal Tax 


SPRINGFIELD (UPI) — Three Senate 


Republicans have introduced a complex, 
four-bill plan for eliminating the personal 
property tax and replacing it with state 
payments to localities. 


The package submitted would, imme- 


diately abolish the tax on all personal 
property "held by the owner for his per- 
sonal use, benefit and enjoyment" and on 
"unprocessed agricultural products, in- 
cluding livestock, and personal property 
used to produce such agricultural prod- 
ucts." 


Money and other "intangible personal 


property" such as stocks and bonds, also 
would be exempted, as would mobile 
homes. But those property categories 
would be subject to other forms of tax- 
ation. 


All other personal 
property taxes 


would be abolished on a gradual basis, 
starting with a 5 per cent exemption in 
1972 and extending to a complete, 100 per 
cent exemption in 1979. 


Under the plan, all personal property 


taxes would be off the books by Jan. 1, 
1979, as required by the new state con- 
stitution. 


THE IMMEDIATE abolition of some 


forms of the tax would cost the state $20 
million in the form of replacement pay- 
ments to local governments, according to 
a spokesman for the Republican lead- 
ership. He said, however, the state budg- 
et already contains enough funds to cov- 
er that amount. 


The plan for compensating localities 


for losses under the gradual scale is 
more complex. The bills would change 
the name of the "local government dis- 
tributive fund," which now disburses to 
localities their share of the income tax, 
to the "local property tax replacement 
fund." 


Under its new name the fund would be 


used to return to localities the money 
they lost by taking personal property off 
their tax rolls. 


It would mean, however, that local 


governments no longer would receive 
both the personal property tax receipts 
and their share of the income tax, as is 
now the case. 


The plan also would mean the state 


will have to devise a way to pump more 
money into the new fund, since the cur- 
rent level of inflow would not cover an- 
ticipated personal property tax losses in 
the future. 


THE SPOKESMAN for the Republi- 


cans said a substitute tax to boost the 
fund probably will have to be found by 
the middle of the decade at which time 
35 per cent of personal property valu- 
ation will be tax exempt under the grad- 
uated abolition plan. 


"This is a sound, workable program 


which we believe addresses itself to ev- 
ery aspect of the formidable and highly 
complex problems of eliminaging this 
egregious 
tax," 
Sen. Terrel Clarke, 


R-Western Springs, said. 


Clarke, Senate Minority Leader W, 


Russell Arrington of Evanston and Sen. 
Robert Coulson, R-Waukegan, sponsored 
the bills. 


The bills probably will go to a new 


house-Senate joint sub-committee formed 
recently to deal with the personal proper- 
ty tax problem. The subcommittee was 
scheduled to meet Wednesday evening 
but postponed the date until next week 
when a quorum was not present.

Health Plan 


The 
Elk 
Grove Village Board of 


Trustees took about 10 seconds to decide 
to provide $1,500 for a comprehensive 
health plan Wednesday night. 


After a 1 Ms-hour presentation from the 


board of health of its progress in con- 
ducting a survey of health services, Don- 
na Farley of the health board presented 
a tentative budget of $1,000 she said was 
the minimum needed to complete the 
project. 


"You've got it," Village Pres. Charles 


Zettek said. 


"And I don't think you are asking for 


enought," added Trustee Edward Kenna. 


With that the board, meeting as a com- 


mittee-of-the-whole, agreed to appro- 
priate $1,500 to the health board. Final 
action cannot be taken until the boards, 
official meeting next Tuesday, but ap- 
proval of the appropriation is certain be- 
cause five of the seven board members 
were present. 


EARLIER, THE health board ex- 


plained the study it had undertaken Ite 
years ago at the urging of Jack Pahl, 
former village president. The study is 
designed to find out what health services 
are available for village residents and 
what improvements need to be made in 
the survey. 


Once the data is gathered on both per- 


sonal health services and environmental 
health services, a comprehensive health 
plan can be formulated for the commu- 
nity, the health board members said. 


The board of health has also received 


aid from 
the Comprehensive Health 


Planning of Metropolitan Chicago, a non- 
profit federally funded agency. The agen- 
cy has provided one of its staff, Robert 
Cheng, to aid in preparing the survey. 


"Your village is much further ahead of 


the rest of the country," Paul Gallagher 
of the agency said. "If you develop a 
comprehensive health plan, you will be 
the first community in the state of Illi- 
nois to show so much concern." 


The budget for the board of health will 


be used to purchase office supplies, 
printing services and materials needed 
so data can be processed on a computer 
at Harper College. 


WORK STILL TO be done on the sur- 


vey includes gathering data on personal 
health services in the community and 
completing several more sections on en- 
vironmental health, Mrs. Farley said. 


In addition, interviews will be con- 


ducted with a sample of village residents 
to determine whfre they now receive 
health services and what their needs 
might be. 


After the meeting Pat Burke, of 1331 


Wasdale, who is heading the data collec- 
tion for the personal health section, in- 
dicated she still needs more volunteers 
for the project. 


When the study is completed the com- 


prehensive health plan will help village 
officials decide how to improve health 
services and will also help those who 
provide health services to improve refer- 
rals. 


After the presentation, Trustee Kenna 


said, "I think this is fantastic because I 
had no idea it has gone as deep as it 
has."

Custodians 
May Get 6% 
Pay Increase 


A negotiated agreement that will result 


in an average six per cent increase in 
pay for custodians in Elk Grove Town- 
ship Elementary Dist. 59 will be pre- 
sented to the board of education Monday 
night. 


The agreement was reached this week 


by negotiating teams for the district and 
the 71 custodians it employs. It has been 
ratified by the custodians and must now 
be ratified by the board. 


Assist. Supt. for Personnel Albeon Wal- 


tman said yesterday he expects the 
board to ratify the agreement. 


"Everyone is aware of this package 


and I foresee no difficulties at all," Walt- 
man said. Waltman said the negotia- 
tions have been going on since mid-May 
and added that final agreement was hin- 
dered by the wage-price freeze that went 
into effect Aug. 15. 


"It is very difficult to negotiate with an 


unknown quantity like that around. It 
made it very awkward," he said. 


THE NEW pay scale will go into effect

Fire Protection Deadline Monday 


Eighty-five homeowners in the Forest 


View subdivision will be without fire and 
ambulance service next week unless they 
pay each $84 to Elk Grove Village by 
Monday.

is month that it probably does. 


In September the village served notice 


on the subdivision, which has been with- 
out a fire protection contract since Feb- 
ruary 1970, that it would instruct the fire 
department not to answer calls to any 
house without a contract after Nov. 1 ex- 
cept to rescue anyone trapped in a build- 
ing. 


ON OCT. 14 James Thomas of the Of- 


fice of Emergency Preparedness (OEP) 
said the contract arrangement violates 
the wage-price freeze because it is an 


increase over the last five protection con- 
tract the village had with the subdivi- 
sion. 


At that time Thomas indicated the fed- 


eral government would take no legal ac- 
tion unless a citizen filed a complaint 
with the OEP. Yesterdiy he said he 
knew of no complaints and added that an 
inquiry on the case has been submitted 
by the village attorney. 


He said a reply to the inquiry will 


probably be made within two weeks. 


Until early 1970 the village had a con- 


tract with the Forest View Fire Protec- 
tion District and Forest View Home- 


owners Association for $3,000 a year, 
about $24 per home. When that contract 
expired the board attempted to raise the 
rate to $11,000 per year but the fire pro- 
tection district and homeowners associ- 
ation refused to sign. 


The board of trustees decided last 


month to make contracts with individual 
homeowners rather than try to negotiate 
a contract for the entire subdivision. 


If each homeowner pays the $84 fee, 


the village will net $10,332, nearly the 
amount it would have gotten if the subdi- 
vision had signed a contract in March, 
1970. 


Hotline Must Explain Terrible Effect Of Suicide 


by WANDALYN RICE 


Suicide, to some, can seem like a ratio- 


nal alternative to a bad situation, but 
workers on a crisis hotline must help 
someone contemplating it think clearly 
about what it means. 


"The person with suicidal tendancies 


who's under pressure does magical 
thinking. Usually if you push far enough, 
you find out the person is thinking about 
killing himself to pull out of the situation 
so 'when they come back' everything will 
be better," William Kessel, a sociologist 
who has spent two years on the hotline at 
Reed Zone Mental Health Center in Chi- 
cago, said. 


Kessel was discussing the general 


problems of dealing with the individual 
crisis and the problem of suicide in a 
training session for volunteers who will 
man the Elk Grove Village Listening 
Post hotline. 


The session, held this week, was one of 


four scheduled by Community Service 
youth worker Florence Anderson as 
training for the 29 adults and teens who 
will work on the line when it reopens 
Nov. 1. 


OTHER SESSIONS for the volunteers 


include discussions of venereal disease 
with a public health officer and a session 
with a lawyer on the legal aspects of a 
hotline.

those in trouble. He described to them 
the "crisis theory" of how individuals act 
when they have problems. 


"When you deal with crisis, you deal 


with one or two specific events that hap- 
pened very recently," he said. "You 
don't play shrink and go back into a 
guy's past life and find out why his hob- 
by horse rejected him." 


A crisis line worker must be able to 


talk to a person about the specific event 
that is causing the crisis and must also 
know when to get help from 
other 


agencies. 


If someone calls the hotline and has 


already taken too many pills or is other- 
wise attempting suicide, he said, "you 
must get all the information you can as 
quick as you can so you know how much 
time you've got to work with." 


IF SEVERAL hours are available, he 


said a worker may be able to find a 
friend or neighbor or another worker to 
get the person to the hospital but "if a 
person is alone you have to rely on the 
fire department and police." 


"The police are the only ones who have 


the authority to bust in and take some- 
one out against his will," he said. "It 
can cause problems to use them, but 
there are certain situations you can't 
handle and medical emergencies are one 
of them." 


Another thing volunteers must watch 


for on the crisis line is making the per- 
son asking for help feel inferior, Kessel 
said. In a brief game he had volunteers 
give money away and then try to take 
money from each other to illustrate the 
different attitudes toward the two ac- 
tions. 


"It's fun to give and it's been in- 


grained in us that its a good thing," he 
said. "But the guy in the taking position 
is different. The person who has to come 
and ask for help is in a one down position 
to start with." 


WHAT A CRISIS line volunteer has to 


do, he said, is to "make them feel you 
are very human and falable, but able to 
provide some insights and help when 
they need it." 


One other thing a volunteer must re- 


member, Kessel said, is that the individ- 
ual always retains the power to make his 
own decisions.

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Moderate-Income Housing Rules Set 


After agreeing Arlington Heights needs 


some lower income housing, members of 
the low-and moderate-Income housing 
study committee Tuesday set the prelim- 
inary requirement for such housing at 
between 200 and 250 units. 


Backed with statistical data from a 


residential survey, committee members 
determined the immediate need for low- 
income housing is about SO units and the 
need for moderate-income housing is be- 
tween 150 and 200 units. 


The residential survey was conducted 


this summer and included a sampling of 
results from more than 900 residents in 
the village. The survey was aimed pri- 
marily at obtaining information for prep- 
aration of a new master plan for future 
development, but also included some 
questions on income level and number of 
family members. 


Joe Kesler, village planner, took the 


survey results and projected the number 
of people in the village who qualify under 
the income limitations estabUshed for 
Cook County. Kesler used the results 
from the 900 surveys and projected fig- 
ures based on the total of more than 
18.600 total single-family and multi-fami- 
ly units in the village. 


THE INCOME ranges for tow-income 


housing are $4,500 to $7,500 and for mod- 
erate-income housing are $6,075 to 
$10.125. The allowed income levels are 
established depending on family size. 
The high point in both ranges is based on 


a household including 10 persons while 
the low point is based on a household 
including one person. 


The survey results indicated that about 


104 families presently living in Arlington 
Heights would qualify for low income 
housing. This figure does not include 
households with persons who are 62 
years old or older who would qualify for 
low Income housing for the elderly or 
households where the mortgage is paid in 
full. 


The total is 287 including households of 


all ages which have incomes within the 
range to qualify for low income housing. 


In the moderate-income housing range, 


the projected number of households 
which qualify was set at a total of 413, 
deducting households with family mem- 
bers over the age of 62 and households 
where the mortgage was paid. The proj- 
ected number of elderly who would quali- 
fy for moderate income housing increas- 
es the total by 6 while the projected num- 
ber of households who would qualify but 
have a paid mortgage would add an ad- 
ditional 46 to the 413 total. 


COMMITTEE MEMBERS requested 


the survey results during their last meet- 
ing Sept. 30 and said they felt they must 
have the results before determining if 
Arlington Heights needed low or moder- 
ate-income housing. The committee was 
formed early this year by the Arlington 
Heights Village Board and includes 
members of that board and the plan 
commission. 


Agency Surveys Housing, 
Minority Group Needs 


An antipovcrty agency is conducting a 


survey of Des Plaines minority groups, 
hiring practices and housing needs. 


The survey, by the Cook County Office 


of Economic Opportunity (CCOEO), is 
expected to be completed sometime next 
month, according to Clyde Brooks, 
CCOEO Manpower director and resident 
of Elk Grove Village. 


Brooks said this week he and two staff 


members have been interviewing offi- 
cials of local industries and residents 
since August in preparation for the sur- 
vey report. 


The CCOEO has made a similar survey 


in Arlington Heights, and will conduct

The committee's duties were listed as 


studying the need for low-and moderate- 
income housing and then, if the need was 
established, proposing the best way to fill 


that need. The committee will prepare a 
report for presentation and adoption by 
the village board but has set no deadline 
for that report. 


studies in other Cook County suburbs to 
help CCOEO decide which problems 
need special attention and what pro- 
grams the agency should sponsor, Brooks 
said. 


THE SURVEY also will provide the de- 


tailed knowledge the CCOEO feels will 
help the communities to see their prob- 
lems and to form their own programs, 
Brooks said. 


The survey will show employment 


needs of local industry, the location of 
low-income housing in Des Plaines, the 
types of jobs held by poverty-stricken 
groups living or working in Des Plaines. 


It also will show what problems are 


faced by minority group workers in Des 
Plaines, including the amount of deterio- 
rating housing, the costs of trans- 
portation to Des Plaines from the inner- 
city, and "the factors which inhibit them 
from moving up the economic scale," 
Brooks said. 


The CCOEO staff has interviewed rep- 


resentatives from 15 of the largest Des 
Plaines industries, Brooks said, and in- 
terviews have been conducted with Mexi- 
can-Americans, blacks and senior citi- 
zens in Des Plaines. 


The Des Plaines League of Women 


Voters, which has asked for creation of a 
housing authority to develop low-income 
housing on scattered sites in the city, is 
now conducting a survey of local in- 
dustries to try to determine the need for 
low-income workers. 


Members of the Concerned Metropoli- 


tan Citizens Committee (CMCC), which 
is backing zoning changes which they 
feel will bring low and moderate-income 
housing to Des Plaines, have not been 
able to supply statistics on the need for 
housing, according to their critics. 


A committee of the Des Plaines City 


Council is expected to hold a public hear- 
ing on low and moderate-income housing 
proposals at 7:30 p.m., Nov. 11. 


Brooks expects to complete the report 


within the next three weeks.

television have been so much enjoyed, 
and so little understood, as the "instant 
replay" technique used widely in cov-

Thus technique now is in its fifth foot-

there is no rewind process as with tape." 


How does "instant replay" get to the 


home screen? Well, as an example, says 
the company, in an important game two 
or three cameras are assigned to feed 
pictures of the action to instant replay 
machines. 


"THE 
SJO CAMERA, located in the 


end zone, generally focuses on the wide 
receiver or split end and follows his 
m a n e u v e r i n g against the defensive 
back," it is explained. "This often pro- 
vides the most exciting 'instant replay' 
action as the wide receiver is a frequent 
target for the quarterback's passes." 


Then there is a second camera as- 


signed to the offensive team, and a third 
one to keep an eye on the defense. 


This provides viewers with slow motion 


replays of key blocks by interior linemen 
to spring runners loose, or perhaps a 
chance to see how a linebacker may get 
through to clobber a quarterback 


Besides these cameras, it is explained, 


as many as five others may be beaming 
pictures of the action "into a bank of 
small television monitors in one of the 
television vans located outside the sta- 
dium. 


"Recorders, transmission equipment 


and key television people are located in 
the vans. All decisions as to what is 
broadcast are made in the vans by 
people who never see a live play during 
the game."

han one of his assistants and 12 Chicago 
policemen on charges of conspiring to ob 
struct justice in the investigation of the 
raid

the white haired lawyer finds 


himself accused of coercing the jury to 
return the indictment 
and a criminal 


court judge has ordered the jurors into 
imirt to see what they have to say on the 
nnttei 


Sears has argued that the historically 


privileged secrecy of the grand jury 
viould be violating in an open hearmp 
dnrl he may appeal the case to the Illi- 
nois Supreme Court

Meany Demands Nixon Insist. 
On 'Equality Of Sacrifice' 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI) - 
AFL-CIO 


President George Meany warned the ad- 
ministration 
today It 
must provide 


"equality of sacrifice" in its Phase II 
economic program if it is to win labor's 
continued cooperation to slow inflation 
and bolster the economy. 


Meany said administration proposals 


for Phase II, which will start at the end 
of the wage-price-rents freeze Nov. 13, 
would place the burden on working 
people and shower bonanzas on the 
wealthy. He said they would control 
wages but fall to halt price increases. 


"The basic thrust of the President's 


policy is to require working people to 
sacrifice their opportunities for economic 
gains in the naming of reducing in- 
flation." Meany said. "But in stark con- 
trast, the administration would give bo- 
nanzas to the coupon clippers and the 
money lenders by tendering them tax 
breaks and by a stubborn refusal to in- 
stitute effective regulations of profits, 
dividends and interest rates." 


THE LABOR leader gave his analysis 


in remakrs prepared for a session of the 
House Banking and Currency Committee, 
which is studying proposed legislation for 
Phase n. He said labor already has 
started to cooperate with controls. 


In a related development W. P. Gullan- 


der, president of the National Association 
of Manufacturers, warned union leaders 
that failure to cooperate with Phase II 
could result in public demand for the 
curbing of the unions' "tremendous polit- 
ical and economic power." Gullander's 
statement was prepared for a nationwide 
closed-circuit telecast to business leaders 
in 28 major communities. 


The administration got some bad eco- 


nomic news Wednesday, when the Com- 
merce Department reported the com- 
posite index of leading business in- 
dicators fell 0.3 per cent in September, 
the second straight monthly decline. 
Democratic National Chairman 
Law- 


rence F. O'Brien said the report was evi- 
dence "the Nixon game plan — old or 
new — is having no impact on the contin- 
uing crisis of unemployment in sagging 
industrial production " 


Meany said Congress should reject the 


administration's request to extend Presi- 
dent Nixon's economy control powers to 
April 30, 1973. The present law expires 
April 30, 1972. Meany said Congress 
should see how Phase II works before it 
considers extending the powers.

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Harper Counseling Center Can Help 
Do You Want To Make A New Life?

Do you dread each day because you 


hate your job7 Are you thinking about 
making a change, but are afraid to try? 


Or. have you joined the ranks of the 


unemployed? Are you tired of having the 
door shut in your face, but you don't 
know how to keep it open? 


The Harper College Community Coun- 


seling Center in Palatine may be able to 
help you. 


The counselors won't give you a pat 


answer to your problem. But they will 
give you information about yourself 
which will help you make a realistic de- 
cision. 


Gary Rankin, director of the commu- 


nity counseling center, believes, "anyone 
can be anything he wants to be if he has 
the desire and the right conditions." 


Joe, 35, was a barber. He was doing 


pretty well, but his college educated wife 
thought he could do better He was af- 
raid to go back to school. It had been so 
many years He took a battery of tests at 
the Harper community counseling center 
and found that he had the intelligence to 
go back to college. But the interest and 
personality tests showed that he liked 
what he was doing and was well suited 
for it Joe decided to keep his barber job 
and to bring his wife with him to the 
center for marital counseling. 


AFTER WORKING for eight years at a 


supermarket and finally earning a man- 
agerial position, Steve, 27. was fired The 
shock really bowled him over He had 
never thought of doing anything else, so 
he came to the Harper center for help in 
finding a job in another supermarket. 
But after several counseling sessions, in- 
cluding aptitude and interest tests, he 
found he had high interest in selling real 
estate or life insurance The center didn't 
hear from Steve for several weeks and 
then received an exuberant letter. Steve 
had sold $1 million in life insurance in 
one week. 


Millie's two children were both in 


school now Her days were dragging out 
into a tedious line of dirty dishes, dirty 
clothes and empty rooms. She felt use- 
less A neighbor suggested that she en- 
roll in Harper's "Expanding Horizons" 
course, designed for women who are un- 
certain about their role in society. Millie, 
28. took the course and decided she want- 
ed to go back to work. She had worked 
as a sales girl before she got married, 
but she didn't want to do that again So 
she went to the counseling center Mil- 
lie's tests showed she had high interest 
and aptitude in medical work. She en- 
rolled in a 12-month nursing course at 
Harper and is looking forward to work- 
ing as a licensed practical nurse. 


Dick's parents were really on his back. 


After one semester in college he was put 
on probation for failing grades He had 
always received top grades 
in 
high 


school. They couldn't understand it At 
his parents' persuasion, Dick came to the 
Harper center for help. The counselors 
discovered that Dick hated the engineer- 
ing program he was taking in college. 
What he really wanted to do. and had 
aptitude for. was be a doctor. But his low 
grades were poor recommendation for 
acceptance back into college Dick's 
counselor write a letter to the University 
of Wisconsin explaining the situation and 
enclosing Dick's test results. Dick is now 
enrolled in the university's pre-med pro- 


gram, and doing well. 


Not all of the center's cases are suc- 


cess stories. The counselors couldn't do 
anything for Tim. Tim was 60 years old. 
He had been a shoemaker for years, but 
technology forced him out of his job. He 
wanted to switch careers, but no one 
would hire him. The counselors talked to 
Tim, 
but had little hope he could begin 


all over again. 


THE HARPER counselors are quick to 


point out that they are not a placement 
center. They cannot guarantee all of 
their clients will be able to leave the cen- 
ter and walk right into a job. Nor, can 
the counselors offer 
a 
psychiatrist's 


couch for persons with severe emotional 
problems. 


"We do two things here," said Rankin. 


"We talk to the person and try to give 
him some self respect and self con- 
fidence. And we identify a vocational 
area in which he is best suited so he has 
some realistic alternatives from which to 
choose." 


"More than half of our inquiries are 


related to personal problems," added 
Rankin In many case, the counselor has 
to solve the personal problem before he 
can direct the client toward a job field. 
And in some cases, such as a juvenile 
sentenced to counseling by the court, a 
client comes to the center only for help 
with a personal problem. 


These personal problems involve inter- 


personal relationships such as: parent- 
child; employee-employer; adolescent- 
society; and husband-wife. If client has a 
serious personal problem he is referred 
to a psychiatrist or social agency. 


The counseling center started out as a 


strictly vocational counseling service. 
However, according to Rankin, "We 
found in the first year that over half 
of our cases had nothing to do with voca- 
tional needs, so we expanded our ser- 
vices." The center, now in its second 
year, began as an outgrowth of the stu- 
dent counseling service at Harper. Rank- 
in explained that "As we were doing 
things for our own students, we realized 
that many people in the community were 
facing the same problems." 


WHEN A member of the community 


comes to the Harper counseling center 
he is introduced to a counselor and is 
given what is called an intake interview. 
"We don't open the person's brain and do 
a psychoanalysis," said Rankin. "We sit 
clown with the client and explain our ser- 
vices and find out what he wants. If we 


can meet his needs, we set up a pro- 
gram." 


The program usually includes a bat- 


tery of tests. These are of three types: 
Aptitude or ability, interest and person- 
ality. There are many types of tests and 
no client has to take them all. If the 
client decides to take all of the tests 
available, it will cost him $85 in addition 
to the $10 in-take interview fee. This cost 
includes all vocational counseling ses- 
sions. The cost for personal counseling 
sessions ranges between $10 and $15 an 
hour. The counseling center is financially 
independent of the college and must rely 
on fees for support. 


The aptitude tests can be general, de- 


signed to test overall intelligence. Or it 
can be specific, designed to test ability in 
a certain area. The intelligence tests are 
usually geared to test the client's knowl- 
edge and ability to solve problems. 


Both the interest and personality tests 


present the client with several options in 
each question 
from which he must 


choose. For example one question asks if 
the client would prefer to "work in a 
candy factory; raise chickens; or give 
eye examinations." The client's choices 
reveal informai.ion about what he likes to 
do and what he is likely to do. 


THE TEST results define a range of 


abilities. They rarely point to one specif- 
ic ability. The client must use the results 
as a tool, by correlating them with what 
he thinks about himself. The client may 
decide to enter college, change jobs, stay 
with his job, start working, drop out of

college, begin personal counseling or a 
myriad of other options. 


If the client decides to enter a particu- 


lar job field, the counselor can help him 
one step further. The counselor will 
coach the client on how to write a re- 
sume, look for a job and conduct himself 
in an interview. 


After that, the client is on his own.

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Public Rates Today's Teachers As 'Good' 


Despite what you might have heard, 


today» teachers rate "okay' with the 
public — perhaps a notch higher than 
some of their predecessors who have 
passed down the chalk and erasers 
through the generations of American his- 
tory 


In a recent Gallup poll, participants 


were asked. "In what ways are your lo- 
cal public schools particularly good' ' 
The response most often given "The 
teachers " 


"This testimony to the competence and 


dedication of the nation s teachers has 
been well edrned 
said Donald E Morri- 


son, president of the National Education 
Association 
'As we observe American 


Education Week this week parents and 
other concerned citizens would do well to 
renew and intensify their commitment to 
backing their teachers — as ever the 
indispensable nucleus of a good educa 
tional program ' 


THK PtBUt'S C.KNRRU, confidence 


in the teachers is surprising in light of 
the financial plight of the schools Morri- 
son noted He said many sachool districts 
across the country are in dire financial 
distress 


When citi/ens reject crucial school fi 


nancmg levins — ,ind they are turning 
down about half of them - thev may be 
exercising one of their few opportunities 
to exhibit disjpprovnl of mounting taxes 
the NEA president said Or they mav be 
rejecting an inequitable svstem of school 
taxation — the propertv tdx Or in this 
time of soci.il crisis they m,iy be ques 
tiomng the school itself 


When asked to consider things to cut 


from school costs when a local school 
board has inadequate money, 77 per cent 
of the respondents opposed "cutting all 
teachers' salaries by a set percentage " 
Morrison said the public apparently does 
not believe that collective bargaining 
agreements, teacher strikes, and other 
modern developments in the field of edu- 
cation have led to overpayment of teach- 
ers 


Only 8 per cent of the survey sample 


blamed teachers "when some children do 
poorly in school " "Home life" caught 
most of the blame — 54 per cent 


Those who thought that discipline in 


the schools is not strict enough cited 
'teachers lack authority" as a major 
cause

terest in them by teachers' Only 4 per 
cent of the respondents thought that a 
dearth of teacher interest was the cause 
Best solution to the problem (mentioned 
by 29 per cent) would be special classes 
for all who are not interested in school 
now. 


The Gallup survey, reported in the Sep 


tember issue of Phi Delta Kappan, did 
not place the stamp of approval on all 
teachers The problem of 'poor' teachers 
was cited often enough by respondents to 
place sixth in number of times men 
tioned. Most frequently mentioned was 
s c h o o l f i n a n c e , followed by in 


tegration segregation, discipline, lack of 
school facilities and drug use 


The problem of unqualified teachers, 


Morrison said, is closely related to teach 
ers' present lack of control of their own 
profession 
Other professions such as 


medicine and law determine the training 
standards for entry, and conduct while 
practicing 


The NEA president added that "if 


teachers are making the judgments 
about who gets a license and who contm 
ues to practice and who is considered 
competent they will be more severe than 
lay people "

Some Halloween 


Tips To Parents 


We're not one to knock tradition 


for the sake of knocking tradition, 
but a word should be said about 
Halloween. 


The word is this: it isn't what it 


used to be. 


An indication of that is that com- 


munities — including in these sub- 
urbs — are increasingly moving to 
establish prescribed times when 
Halloween's rituals are to be cele- 
brated, and they may or may not 
be on Oct. 31. A typical village rul- 
ing on that might read. "Trick-or- 
treatms will be allowed between 
the hours of 2 p.m. and 4 p.m., Sat- 
urday, Oct. 30." 


We don't quibble with that: it's 


just sad that it's come to such a 
pass. 


But there are even graver in- 


dications that the edge is off the 
tradition. 


Halloween has become a hazard- 


ous time, for a variety of reasons, 
and it has become a time when 
some of our sicker elements and 
urges surface. 


Most grim has been the growing 


incidence in recent years of chil- 
dren being slipped grotesque, even 
lethal, "treats." The sickest exam- 
ples: apples bearing razor blades, 
and candies containing arsenic and 
other poisons. 


There has 
been 
growing in- 


cidence, too, of children being in- 
timidated and even molested while 
on their Halloween rounds. 


Traffic also has become a prob- 


lem, with the combination of more 
children trick-or-treating and more 
cars on congested streets increas- 
ing the likelihood of bodily injury 
in auto-pedestrian mishaps. 


The problems cut both ways for 


children too have been increas- 
ingly abusing the privileges of the 
occasion. 


The most common abuse is one 


that's more nuisance than anything 
else, and it's at its worst in a year 
like this when Halloween falls on a 
Sunday. The problem: kids hitting 
residents for treats not just on Hal- 
loween day, but Friday and Satur- 
day as well. It's an unfair annoy- 
ance that simply shouldn't be per- 
mitted by any parent. 


More 
troubling 
is 
that 
the 


"tricks" — which indeed are part 
of the tradition — have become 
graver and more malicious. In 
daddy's day. accepted Halloween 
fun was the tipping over of out- 
houses and corn shocks, draping a 


tree with toilet tissue, or scribbling 
on windows with soap. 


True, times have changed and 


there aren't outhouses and corn 
shocks anymore — at least few 
around here. But Halloween mis- 
chief — like so many things in to- 
day's society — has become so 
much more deadly serious. Now 
the police blotters reveal incidents 
of tires being slashed, houses being 
painted with vulgar epithets, win- 
dows being smashed, property 
being stolen, even arson. 


In the small, rural towns, we sus- 


pect Halloween still has much of 
its traditional place, and still is 
largely observed for what it was 
meant to be with parades and vil- 
lage bonfires and a wholesome 
blend of filling treat sacks and 
harmless mischief. 


It has changed here and nearly 


everywhere in the urban and sub- 
urban climate. Yet it does appear 
to be here to stay, so the best we 
can do is lament what has passed, 
and offer some reminders to par- 
ents: 


—Young children should be ac- 


companied by an adult while mak- 
ing their rounds, preferably in a 
car; 


—They should be confined to 


roaming in the neighborhood famil- 
iar to them and the parents; 


—Their trick-or-treating should 


be confined to daylight hours, and 
only on Halloween, or the day and 
time prescribed by the village; 


—They should be warned to 


avoid strange houses and strangers 
who might approach them; 


—No treats should be consumed 


until brought home and examined 
by a parent; 


—Children should be warned of 


the possible traffic hazards, and be 
told to stay on sidewalks or the 
edge of roadways: 


—Anyone out driving on Hallow- 


en should be alert for children; 


—Costumes should be designed 


so they don't obscure vision; 


—Parents should know where 


their children are on Halloween, 
and when they're expected back; 


—Any incidents of vandalism 


should be immediately reported to 
police; 


—Children, as much as possible, 


should try to keep track of who 
gave them what treat. 


After that imposing list of pre- 


cautions, we almost hesitate to say 
it, but. . .Happy Halloween! 


Of 14 Democrats 


'72 Nomination Boils Down To Six

Presently, only six of the 14 possible 


Democratic presidential candidates are 
serious factors hi the 1972 race. Some of 
the six probably can have only negative 
impact, meaning they can hurt some- 
body else but not "win nomination for 
themselves. 


Three are in what one experienced 


party observer calls Category One, can- 
didates with either good or at least some 
chance to take the prize. The names: 
Sen. Edmund Muskie, Sen. Edward Ken- 
nedy, Sen. Hubert Humphrey. 


The other three are in Category Two, 


prospects with enough potential strength 
to be telling factors in the nomination 
struggle but not likely to win. The list: 
Mayor John Lindsay of New York, Sen. 
Henry Jackson, Sen. George McGovern. 


No seasoned analysts in the Democrat- 


ic party are perceiving any serious, in 
the sense of decisive, role in the 1972 
battle for any of the other eight currently 


on the roster of "mentioned" or active 
candidates. 


That list includes: Senators Birch 


Bayh of Indiana, Fred Harris of Okla- 
homa, William Proxmire of Wisconsin; 
U.S. Reps. Wilbur Mills of Arkansas, 
Shirley Chisholm of New York, William 
Anderson of Tennessee; former Sen. Eu- 
gene McCarthy, and Mayor Samuel Yor- 
ty of Los Angeles. 


New sweeps of the country by profes- 


sional political appraisers turn up few 
surprises. Muskie still is the man to 
beat. Kennedy is widely believed to have 
a real chance but only if the party reach- 
es convention time next summer with no 
prominent front-runner. 


Checks on party leader sentiment pro- 


vide hints that Humphrey may be fading 
somewhat. 


It has become the stock thing to say 


but it is still true: Muskie shows a con- 
tinuing resilience that enables him to 
ride out his difficulties and keep moving. 
The newest lump-sum endorsement from 


the Missouri contingent, Gov. Warren 
Hearnes and Sens. Stuart Symington and 
Thomas Eagleton, is the sort of event 
that sustains the impression of his for- 
ward motion. 


Jackson's potential in the South and 


Southwest is an established part of the 
story. The general judgment is that it 
makes him a factor to be dealt with, but 
not a likely winner. Any successful un- 
dercutting of his southern strength by a 
mischievous Gov. George Wallace would 
gravely diminish Jackson's impact on 
the race. 


McGovern stays low in the polls. But 


some politicians think the dedication of 
his followers, especially young ones, 
could drum out primary votes in per- 
centages up to twice that of his poll stat- 
us. 


Lindsay is, of course, the new and vol- 


atile element in Category Two. His char- 
isma and proven ability to campaign 
on the tube and on the sidewalk make 
him a man all other bidders fear. He

McGovern. 


You can't find it for the others. Bayh 


and Harris aren't catching on. You need 
a telescope to spot Proxmire, Congress- 
man Anderson (former nuclear subma- 
rine commander), and Sam Yorty. 


Mills could have limited effect in the 


South in states that want to hold awhile. 
McCarthy still has something going, but 
it's elusive. Mrs. Chisholm, the black 
candidate from New York, could win 
some delegates in a few black areas and 
deprive the more liberal white candi- 
dates of possible black support. 


From the newest readings, if you were 


a cautious bettor you'd have to wager 
it's going to be either Muskie or Kenne- 
dy, with Lindsay far back on the outside. 
capable of a threatening burst. The oth- 
ers either won't count seriously at all. or 
they can hurt Muskie without aiding 
themselves.

The last 
time I had gone out to visit my husband, 
I had seen what the boys had done and 
wanted them to spread the grass.

My neightbor called 
our house a garbage dump and suggested 
we put our clippings in plastic bags. I 


Working Together To Help Handicapped

I would like to add to her comments 


about private centers such as the Clear- 
brook Center in Rolling Meadows. As 
Mrs. Brooker indicated in her article, 
there is a close working relationship be- 
tween Clearbrook and the public school 
special education programs. Many pre- 
school children who have attended Clear- 
brook's programs move into the public 
school programs when they re five years 
old. 


There are also Joint programs with 


Clearbrook's 
young 
adult vocational 


training center, which is housed in Elk 
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Grove Village. Some high school age stu- 
dents receive academic 
training 
at 


NSSEO's Kirk Center and vocational 
training in the Clearbrook program. 
Many mentally handicapped children at 
Kirk Center will eventually move into 
Clearbrook or Countryside's 
sheltered 


workshop for long term sheltered em- 
ployment after they pass school age. 


Very clear cut codes and regulations 


guide school personnel in placement of a 
handicapped child in Kirk Center or a 
private facility 
such as Clearbrook. 


T h o u g h more severely handicapped 
school age children would tend to be 
placed in a private facility, not all indi- 
viduals at Clearbrook are school age or 
can be called severely mentally handi- 
capped. 


NSSEO, Clearbrook, and individuals 


representing other agencies continue to 
work together to provide comprehensive 
services to the handicapped in the north- 
west suburban area.

Fortunately my good hu- 
mor prevailed, and I'm not going to ac- 
knowledge her letter. Instead, I feel sor- 
ry for this woman. In her forty-odd years 
on this Earth, she hasn't learned much 
about Love, Kindness, Understanding, 
Tolerance and Compassion. She hasn't 
learned to put herself in other people's 
shoes to see their side of the story or 
even if she could manage as well as they 
do. She hasn't learned that Joy, Love, 
Peace, Serenity and Friendship comes 
from within a human being, and not 
from a house straight out of "House 
Beautiful" magazine. She doesn't even 
see that somebody's values are mixed-up 
when they can hate a family because of 
the landscaping of their house. She is 
putting the wrong values first. 


As for our landscaping, I guess it both- 


ers other neighbors. About a year ago we 
received two unsigned letters. They 
stated the neighbors call us "Jungle 
Jim" because of our profuse display of 
trees and shrubs. First of all, I must 
state — we work too hard in this house 
at being clean — to be considered slobs. 
But we believe in a natural setting out- 
side. We love wildlife and birds. We have 
spent well over $1,000.00 on our yard. We 
have many valuable trees and shrubs. 
We get much joy from the various exotic 
birds we attract to our yard. When our 
plant life is in bloom, it is breath-taking 
in our backyard. If someone wants their 
backyard and frontyard, to be very trim 
and manicured, that is their business. 
But looking in our subdivision, here are 
not too many people who want that ef- 
fect. Most of the people are pretty casual 
around here — neat - neat - but casual. 


The reason for this letter is not to start 


a neighborhood ruckus. In fact, I doubt if 
most of my neighbors will read this let- 
ter. But I figure the people who will read 
this letter, will reflect on their own 
neighborhoods. Maybe a similar situation 
has occurred there. When you see it in 
black and white, you will see the cruelty 
of it. My own neighborhood got on the 
wrong foot many years ago. There was 
too much criticizing of one another, too 
much gossip behind the back, too many 


one-sided stories and unfair judgment. 
Our neighborhood now is a very un- 
friendly and hostile place. There 
are 


many very nice people that live here, but 
they don't do anything when wrong oc- 
curs. 


We have so many serious problems 


now. Our Earth is really getting to be a 
very ugly place to live. I personally feel 
very bad about handing my children, and 
other people's children, an Earth so ter- 
ribly polluted, so full of crime, drug ad- 
dicts, starving people and poor people

IBM terminal units were installed near 
cash registers at 27 locations in three 


shopping centers The terminals validate 
Bank Americard transactions and con- 
nect with a City National computer for 
the electronic transfer of funds 


Customers coming through checkout 


lines present credit cards to the clerks 
who use special telephones to link their 
terminal unit with the bank computer 


The clerk places the card in the ter- 


minal and keys in the amount of transac- 
tion on a keyboard similar to a touchtone 
telephone The computer leads informa- 
tion on a magnetic strip on the back of 
the credit card and by actual voice re- 
sponse, 
the 
computer confirms

Home Builders, Contractors Unite? 


by LEA TONKIN 


Home builders from the entire Chicago 


metropolitan area are joining hands with 
area general contractors in a new region- 
al bargaining group 


Details of this new concept, termed 


Mid-America Regional Bargaining Asso- 
ciation (MARBA) were outlined at the 
annual meeting of the Residential Con- 
struction Employers Council, (RCEC), 
held this week in Oakbrook Some 300 
residential builders gathered Wednesday 
night were addressed by Robert E Niel- 
sen, MARBA president 


Those in attendance included officers 


of home area building associations in 
Cook, Lake, DuPage, Will, Kane, Ken- 
dall Grundy and McHenry counties Rep- 
resentatives of subcontractor associa- 
tions related to the home building indus- 
try were also present 


Nielsen's speech followed the election 


of directors and installation of officers 
for the coming year Serving as RCEC 
president is Stewart Grill, of 3H Building 
Corp in Rolling Meadows 


The new MARBA group, representing 


a total of 11 general contracting and 
home building organizations in the Chi- 
cago metropolitan area, is an attempt to 
correct to the traditionally fragmented 


collective bargaining record in the area 
Nielsen told the RCEC members 


"LOCAL 
STRIKES hurt the con- 


tractors while the demand for skilled la- 
bor permitted the tradesmen to commute 
to full employment in the next county," 
said Nielsen "Labor agreements nego- 
tiated with one association of employers 
became the starting point for even high- 
er demands when other employer associ- 
ations were approached " 


These leap-frogging settlements, with 


each new contract more costly than the 
one preceding it, caused contractors to 
blame each other for giving in to the de- 
mands of labor unions, Nielsen said He 
added that the situation became critical 
when builders could not expect to pass 
on the costs to users 


Looking for a better way to work out 


labor wage and benefit settlements, the 
Builders Association of Chicago (general 
contractors) started a series of meetings 
late in 1970 with other contractor groups 
This paved the way for discussion with 
RCEC and still more builder organiza- 
tions 


Dissatisfaction with the old means of 


bargaining and common expiration dates 
on labor contracts are the only require- 
ments for a regional bargaining group 


according to Nielsen "There was plenty 
of dissatisfaction but expiring dates were 
a problem in two areas," he said "Will 
County had its major contracts expiring 
in May 1971 while the other geographic 
areas had May, 1972 expiration dates, 
and all ironworker contracts in the re- 
gional were expiring at the end of May, 
1971 ' 


THE CLOAK of President Nixon's Con- 


struction Industry 
Stabilization Com- 


mittee enabled MARBA's predecessor, 
the Joint Area Bargaining Committee, to 
achieve "miraculous and unexpected re- 
sults " said Nielsen "They achieved 6 
per cent settlements and common ex- 
piration dates for May, 1972," he said 


"Now the stage is set for a major re- 


gional bargaining effort in 1972 with the 
basic trades on a broad front," said Niel- 
sen He noted that one uncertainty is the 
settlement with Operating Engineers 
which will bnng a class one operator to 
an $11 07 an hour as of next Jan 1 This 
16 per cent pay increase will have to be 
reviewed by the new Pay Board he said 
This decision is being watched with in- 
terest by the Chicago Structural Ironwor- 
kers union, Local one, traditional wage 
leaders in the Chicago area (now earning 
$1023 an hour). If the Opeiatuig Engi- 


neers increase is approved the ironwor- 
kers will seek to regain their leadership 
Nielsen said

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MSD Map Projects Flooding In Area 


by TOM WELLMAN 


The Chicagoland map projected on the 


wall showed great black splotches over 
much of the land included in the North- 
west suburbs. 


Those blotches indicated areas which 


have suffered severe flooding in the past, 
and Dick Lanyon said today there would 
even be a larger blotch over the North- 
west suburbs. 


Lanyon, supervising engineer of flood 


control for the Metropolitan 
Sanitary 


District (MSD), reported that the Hoff- 
man Estates and Hanover Park areas 
would be included if the ten-year-old map 
was updated. 


To prevent future flooding, Lanyon and 


a number of other county and federal of- 
ficials are launching a $2.8 million plan 
to study six Chicago area river basins to 
curb future flooding. 


They explained the study Wednesday 


afternoon at the MSD offices in Chicago 
to a handful of members of the Cook 
County Council of Governments (COG). 


Three divisions of the U.S. Dept. of Ag- 


riculture — the Soil Conservation Ser- 
vice, the Forest Service and the Econom- 
ic Research Service — will be respon- 
sible for the research. 


First on the tnrRet list of river basins 


are the Little Calumet, south of Chicago, 
and the North Branch of the Chicago 
River. Next is the Des Plaines River, 
which passes through or near Mount 
Prospect and Des Plaines. 


Ed Nelson, representing the Soil Con- 


servation Service, said the price tag ev- 
ery year for flood damage in Chicago 
area flood plains is $10 million. 


He predicted 
the 
estimate 
would 


double in the next 25 years, as the in- 
crease in residential and commercial 
construction increases the 
threat of 


flooding by blocking natural water run- 
off.

The final report of the committee is 


due in July, 1976. Before completion, the 
survey will utilize private planners and 
engineers, as well as a group of study 
committees to survey local conditions. 


Already, 
citizens' committees have 


been formed to study conditions along 
the Des Plaines River, Salt Creek and 
Poplar Creek, located near Hoffman Es- 
tates. Those committees will report their 
findings to the government officials. 


Not included in the scope of the study 


is the City of Chicago and close-in sub- 
urbs, such as Evanston and Park Ridge. 
Those communities will be served in the 
future by a deep underground tunnel, de- 
signed to hold rainwater after a heavy 
storm. 


The 
MSD, which 
is contributing 


SI,575,000 of the $2.8 million total cost, is 
the local sponsor of the project. It is 
gaining its funding from a $380 million 
bond issue passed for water system im- 
provements. 


The study will cover watershed protec- 


tion, flood damage reduction, water man- 
agement, fish and wildlife, recreation 


and water quality. 


The federal agencies, while working 


with the MSD and the citizens com- 
mittees, will survey -the basins by air 


and ground. It will then project the heav- 
iest possible rainfall on the area in the 
past 100 years to measure its effect on 
river basins.

The Doctor Says

Drar Dr. Lamb — It is three summers 


since I have had my ovaries removed 
'uterus 10 years ago). Since then I have 
developed a white mass above both eyes, 
between the eyelid and eyebrow. What in 
your opinion are these? Are they serious 
and can they be removed? What do you 
think of these being hereditary? My 
mother also has spots like these below 
her eyes. 


Drar Rrackr — To be certain what a 


person is describing on the skin it is bet- 
ter to be able to see it — that means a 
visit to the doctor. The best bet from 
your comments is that you are describ- 
ing what doctor's call a "xanthelasma." 
These are deposits of cholesterol under 
the skin and they are most common 
around the ryes. The cholesterol is the 
same substance that is in the blood 
stream and is of some concern as a 
cause of heart and vascular disease. 


The deposits in the skin usually occur 


when the amount of cholesterol in the 
Mood is increased and this can indeed 
omit in families that have a problem in 
fat or cholesterol metabolism. It can also 
ex-cur in liver disease of the type that 
causes increased amounts of cholesterol 
in the blood, and tn diabetes with a rise 
in Wood cholesterol. 


The deposi itself is not dangerous. In 


fact, if the blood cholesterol level falls 
and stays down long enough they can 
even disappear over a period of months. 
Their greatest importance Is as an in- 


dicator of a high blood cholesterol or oth- 
er problems that need attention. 


An individual with this problem should 


have a blood cholesterol examination. If 
the cholesterol level is high some mea- 
sures should be considered to lower it in 
the interests of preventing vacular dis- 
ease. 


Yes, the deposits can be removed'sur- 


gically and the operation is not difficult 
or dangerous. 


Your story is interesting, not only from 


the point that your mother has a similar 
problem but also that it occurred follow- 
ing removal of your normal female or- 
gans that would be producing female 
hormones. This is the stage in life when 
a woman's cholesterol level is most like- 
ly to rise. During the years of normal 
menstruation, with normal amounts of 
female hormone, the cholesterol remains 
low unless there is some problem such as 
gall bladder disease. This is thought to 
be the reason women have fewer heart 
attacks (myocardial infarction) than 
men before the age of 65. Usually if a 
woman has a heart attack before she is 
50 she has high blood pressure, kidney 
disease or diabetes. Afro-American wom- 
en seem to be much more prone to heart 
attacks than Anglo-Saxon women. The 
reason for this difference isn't really 
known.

As a fan, I go back to 1950 when my 


sister was a student at Illinois. She was 
dating one of the players and naturally it 
was a big deal for me, a 14-year-old high 
school freshman, to follow the team. 


She had the luck. When she was in high 


school, the football learns were great, big 
winners. When she went to Illinois, the 
team went to the Rose Bowl after the 
1951 season.

Mr. Touchdown, 
t'.S.A.. came to campus on a Friday to 
give a stirring "We're loyal to you Illi- 
nois" pep talk to the team. 


The Illini were shut out the next day 


and Red dashed baek to his Florida 
home, probably dodging tacklers all the 
wa>. 


Before you get the wrong idea, let me 


emphasize that I'm not one who rates a 
college by its football team. That's silly. 
It's obviously not that important. But you 
must know how some people react when

"For all the 
talk about Wheeling's offense and Her- 
sey's defense I think it's Hersey's offense 
that could tell the story of the game." 


Viking pilot Al Ratcliffe seemed to feel 


the "Cat defense could contain Hersey's 
attack. "Wheeling's got five pretty salty 
interior linemen. Both sides have good 
overall size and I'd probably give the 
nod to Hersey for aggressiveness but 
Wheeling has more good material spread 
around on both offensive and defensive 
units. 


"They've also got a great little quar- 


terback in this (Dan) Tonnanconr young- 
ster. If Hersey can keep him in check

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turn out to be a pretty tall order." 


For Card Helmsman Bob V/alther, the 


key lies perhaps in the weather. "These 
are both fine teams and about the only 
thing I'd feel safe in predicting is a close 
ballgame. If the weather's all right I 
might slant toward Wheeling . . . they've 
got nice balance and an offense that's 
proven how explosive it can be. The 
damper it gets the better Hersey's chan- 
ces would seem to be.

A year ago last spring Rodger Peters 


noticed an old abandoned farm house 
close to the interchange of Route 53 and 
Dundee Road.

Their 
subject matter, however, is one and the 
same. Both greatly appreciate nature. 


"We both started exhibiting in art fairs 


just this past year," said Rodger, who is 
by profession a chemist. 


"Photography is a part-time business 


which I hope to keep that way so I don't 
lose the fun of it. A lot of professional 
photographers say they wish they could 
be doing what I am, but they have too 
many jobs to finish and just can't find 
the time to do it." 


Rodger and Jeanne Peters are two art- 


ists who truly live in an artistic setting, 
smack dab in the northwest suburbs. 
Their old renovated farmhouse off Dun- 
dee Road is completely enclosed and hid- 
den from view by a jungle of trees and 
underbrush. Their property is next door 
to a subdivision and down the street 
from a high rise of condominiums. And 
that's what sold the Peters on their 
dwelling. Not the house in particular, but 
the privacy. 


WHILE RODGER has experimented 


with photography for some 20 years, first 
becoming interested while flying recon- 
naissance missions during the Korean 
War, his wife started painting only in the 
last couple of years. 


One glance at her work hung in their 


home indicates she caught on pretty fast. 


"I have a friend who is an artist and 


one time half jokingly I said to her that I 
had always wanted to learn to paint," 


said Jeanne. "She said O.K. I'll teach 
you. I learned by a rather unorthodox 
method, but it worked," she continued. 


"It has taught me one other thing, too. 


You can do just about anything really. It 
doesn't matter if you've never done it 
before." 


BUT JEANNE WASN'T entirely igno- 


rant of the arts. In college she was a 
theater major and occasionally designed 
sets. 


Although she has worked with oils, she 


prefers watercolors. "I enjoy working 
with that medium," she said, "and wa- 
tercolor is quick," a certain advantage 
she maintains, when you have to con- 
stantly watch over a daughter under two 
years of age. 


The couple spent a great deal of time 


this past summer exhibiting in weekend 
art shows in the immediate area. 


Jeanne surprised herself by taking a 


first place in a Palatine art fair, July 4, 
the first one she had ever entered. Her 
husband was awarded numerous prizes 
throughout the past summer. 


"There is an increased interest in pho- 


tography as an art," said Roger, who in 
some shows more or less had the field to 
himself. 


"TOWARD THE END of the season, I 


was really up against some pretty tough 
competition. Next year, there will be 
even a lot more photography entries." 


"Some fairs, still don't like photo- 


graphy to be entered because they don't 
know how to classify it," added his wife. 


Unlike most photo bugs, Rodger sel- 


dom carries a camera around with him. 
"But I'm always looking," he said. "I 
will record something in my mind and 
then go back with my camera. I can tell 
by now what will make a good picture. 
Whenever I'm driving around, it is as if 
I'm looking through a lens. I see every- 
thing in shades of gray." 


Rodger 
works predominately 
with 


black and white film. "Color is a 
crutch," he said. "It fails to capture the 
mood. If you can't rely on color, you 
have to be more creative in bringing oth- 
er things out." 


OFTEN JEANNE AND Rodger will go 


in search of subject matter in the vicin- 
ity of Long Grove or in the Forest Pre- 
serves. 


But then, they can also do a lot of pic- 


ture taking and sketching right in their 
own shaded front yard.

'Flea Market' Thrives In Paris

PARIS (NBA) - With what to many 


Europeans was coming to seem like the 
longest summer ever at long, long last at 
an end. one of the most unusual if pictu- 
resque sites this city has seen in a long 
time is also closing up shop. 


Paris prides itself on having seen just 


about everything in its long history as a 
world crossroads. Even so. many of the 
capital's sUpersophisticated citizens have 
been startled by the mini-flea market 
which thrived throughout the tourist sea- 
son hard by the American Express build- 
ing, in the very shadow of the Opera. 


This is the year American young 


people in greater numbers than ever be- 
fore descended on Europe and most of 
them have made this scene at one time 
or another to pick up equipment for their 
travels through Europe or to get rid of 
used or unwanted items and make a few 
francs in the process. 


ALONG THE BARRICADES which sur- 


rounded the area, during construction of 
the vast new underground express rail- 
way which will connect distant suburbs 
with the heart of Paris, the long-haired, 
blue-jeaned boys and girls have perched, 
exchanging gear and travel experiences. 
The majority have been students, with 
here and there a tot in a carry cot or 
strapped to a parent. One day there was 
Pia, a mother of 18, serenely feeding her 
baby and looking for all the world like a 
figure in an Italian primitive, while her 
young husband had gone off to-try and 
sell the old Mercedes they had bought 
upon arrival in Europe months before. 


Parked in the small area would be mo- 


torbikes and maybe a couple of automo- 
biles with rough "For Sale" signs or 
"Looking for a passenger going North, or 
South" or "Who's going to Germany, 
Holland?" 


ALL SORTS OF objects have been for 


sale in this incongruous mart — mat- 


tresses, pots and pans, guitars, transis- 
tors and blankets. Before the great dollar 
crisis, the market was bullish. But takers 
have been on the scarce side since. 


Hope of many of the sellers has been to 


pick up the few extra francs, or dollars, 
that would enable them to stay a few 
more days or weeks in Europe, before 
returning home to college or jobs many 
have been none too sure would be there. 


The American Express has always 


been focal point for Americans in Eu- 
rope, but never more so nor more unusu- 
ally so than this year of the great youth 
movement. Down in the basement is a 
small shopping center offering perfumes 
and cosmetics, books, postal cards, 
scarves and souvenirs with prices in dol- 
lars and everybody speaking English. 
Most of the customers, however, have 
been the more mature and conventional 
tourists. The young have not had that 


kind of money, or have not wanted to 
spend it in this way. 


THEIR GREAT INTEREST has been in 


the 
washrooms, where much-needed 


shaves, shampoos and more have been 
possible, sometimes even a complete 
change into relatively clean clothes be- 
fore rushing to the next activity on the 
agenda. 


The police on duty in the area, direct- 


ing traffic and otherwise maintaining a 
semblance of order, generally have been 
tolerant of and even amused by the spec- 
tacle of "les hippies Americaines." After 
all, they have really given no trouble. 


Neither has American Express seemed 


to mind. After all, long hair does not nec- 
essarily rule out a good supply of trav- 
elers' checks and today's budget-minded 
youth may well be tomorrow's good cus- 
tomers.

GHOSTS AND WEIRD CRIATURES WILL 


OCSCCND UPON THI THEATERS DURING A 
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t&h Grace Carolyn 


As anyone horn and reared in the 


boonies of mid-America during the first 
half of this century knows, there was not 
an abundance of stimulating entertain- 
ment for child or adult, and so we whiled 
away the time with our own devices. 


Some of the big. bad boys defied author- 


ity by pushing over small outbuildings in 
the summer evenings, but girls were 
pretty well confined to home; to shelling 
peas, making doorstops of old Sears 
catalogs or. as in my case, reading ev- 
erything that bore a printed word. Our 
town had a library, and intertraded with 
several other small libraries in the coun- 
ty, and I haunted the place, which was 
one room upstairs over the ice cream 
parlor, for the new arrivals "Any new 
Horatio Algers'" I would ask the good- 
natured librarian, and she would pull 
them out of her desk drawer, having sav- 
ed them just for me. 


Today, the magic Alger name on a 


book starts the adrenalin pumping in the 
veins of any book collector, who hopes 
for a first edition or one of the rare ones. 
Alger, a prolific author of stories for 
young people, was born in 1882 and died 
in 1899. He wrote over a hundred full 
length novels, plus many poems and 
short stories He was popular in his own 
time, and remained so through another 
generation, when stories of virtue and 
thrift, hard work and "rags to riches" 
were still in vogue. 


Alger presented a picture of idealized 


youth, usually an orphan or an urchin 
who was turned out into the streets at a 
tender age to fend for himself, and was 
such a sterling example of all the be- 
loved American virtues of honor, in- 
dustry and self sufficiency that he won 
his way to fame and success with only a 
modicum of luck The luck was usually 
in the form of a mysterious benefactor 


who watched the progress of the plucky 
youth, and rewarded his heroics with a 
last-chapter denouement such as a secret 
legacy. And almost always, the brave 
protangonist saved some young lady 
from the hooves of a runaway horse. This 
gave a hint (but never spelled out) the 
possibility of a future romance. 


Alger is said to have tried to join New 


York's fabled Bohemian circle of writers 
but was never accepted, due to the na- 
ture of his hackneyed style. He was, in 
fact, ridiculed by his peers, but the pub- 
lic never got the message — it just kept 
buying his books. I certainly didn't know 
the stories were corny. "Jed, the Poor- 
house Boy" seemed as real to me as my 
classmates. 


"Ragged Dick," one of the early 


h e r o e s , strode his purposeful way 
through several of the tales. Other titles 
equally popular were "Luck and Pluck," 
"Sink or Swim," "Strong and Steady," 
"Risen from the Ranks" and, most desir- 
able of all from a collector's viewpoint, 
"Timothy Crump's Ward." Of this last 
title, there are only three known copies, 
and since they were published anony- 
mously, others may still be yellowing in 
attics. The value, estimated by collec- 
tors, would be in the very nice neighbor- 
hood of $1,000. Other first edition Algers 
might bring only $25, depending upon 
their scarcity and condition. Tattered lat- 
er reprints sell from $1 to $10.

to know more about these books or about 
nineteenth century American juvenile lit- 
erature in general, you may look for a 
copy of "The American Hero Era" by 
Ralph D Gardner in your library.

Medical detectives usually have been 


thought of as doctors who find out what 
happened to the dead, but this overlooks 
the complexity of investigations some- 
times needed to determine what is hap- 
pening to the living Berton Roueche, an 
expert in the field of medical journalism, 
offers in "The Orange Man" a baker's 
doren of real-life medical detective sto- 
ries describing the difficulty of locating 
and eliminating the causes of ailments 
that defy routine diagnosis. 


Roueche is concerned mainly with 


matters of major concern — an outbreak 
of bacterial infection in a premature- 
baby ward in Pittsburgh, a case of 
plague in Denver, an epidemic of hepa- 
titis in Michigan, but he finds time, too, 
for individuals with problems that are in- 
teresting though not always ominous. 


The orange man of the title, for ex- 


ample, was just that a man whose skin 
was bright orange. It didn't bother him, 
he wasn't even aware of it but it took 
some digging to determine that it was a 
temporary 
change 
caused 
by over- 


indulgence in carrots and tomato juice. 


"The Orange Man" is a well-written, 


informative and often amusing explor- 
ation of some byways off the main routes 
of public and private health care.

"THE TENANTS." 


by BERNARD MALAMUD 


Farrar, Slrkus and Glroux, $6.95 


The alienation of Negroes has long in- 


terested Jewish writers, who once had a 
corner on the market. 


In his most recent novel, Bernard Mal- 


amud tells of two writers — one black 
and one Jewish — who inhabit a decay- 
ing building'scheduled to be torn down. 
Neither is a part of the world which will 
destroy it, but otherwise they have noth- 
ing in common 


The Jews have been alienated for two 


thousand years, the Negroes for less than 
four hundred. The passionate intensity of 
blacks struggling to be themselves has 
long since turned into a weary cynicism 
on the part of Jews. They know the 
problem goes on forever. 


"The Tenants" is a novel loaded with 


symbolism — the decaying building, for 
a start — but it is a symbolism that car- 
ries its meaning easily. Things happen 
naturally, people behave as 
people; 


Malamud's story unfolds as if it were in- 
evitable. 


Malamud writes with a 
deceptive 


grace. "The Tenants" is a pleasure to 
read on every level, far more convincing 
than Malamud's Italian stones which 
never quite rise above whimsy. "The 
Tenants" is not always pleasant, but nei- 
ther is reality.

"SINGAPORE" 


BY MAJ. GEN. S. WOODBURN KIRBY 


Macmillan, $8.95 


In one of Britain's greatest military 


humiliations, three Japanese divisions 
captured the bastion of Singapore on 
Feb 15. 1942 The Japanese did not need 
the troops fhey had held in reserve, and 
they took I.ritain's greatest Pacific base 
30 days before their blitzkreig schedule 
called for it. 
\ 


Gen. Kirby was an official British 


Army historian. After doing his books for 
queen and country, he wrote this one for 
history, then died. This is a great monu- 
ment to a military historian. 


Kirby traces the battle — the Japanese 


invasion in northern Malaya and the 
drive south to Singapore. There are 
chapters as vivid as the tragedy; British 
and Australian troops fighting with the 
wrong weapons; two few, too old planes; 
lacking supplies and training; needing 
reinforcements coming from too far, suf- 
fering from poor leadership. 


But the battle outcome was fore- 


ordained. Kirby describes how since 
World War I Britain had planned to 
make Singapore its Pacific bastions, but 
the work began too late with too little. 
Manpower was insufficient. And succes- 
sive civilian pro-consuls in Singapore 
sometimes pooh-poohed, often sabotaged 
progress toward military fitness. 


The troops defending Singapore lost, 


but they fought well. They fell victim to a 
generation of non-preparedness by the 
politicians at home

Angus MacDonald made it to the top 


as a businessman, and when he got there 
he wondered where in hell he was as a 
person. This biography is the result of 
that wondering and, by the pure fact of 
its candidness, deserves reading — espe- 
cially by those self-made men who have 
won wealth and power but lost their hu- 
manity. 


MacDonald was a Depression kid who 


grew up in a Baltimore neighborhood 
where, as they used to say in those days, 
everybody was broke but nobody was 
poor. He parlayed a sharp mind and a 
sense of direction into an education in 
engineering, and from there into the 
complex machinations of handling busi- 
ness mergers. 


Carried that far, it's an Horatio Alger 


story with all the nostalgia of the '30s 
and '40s. But MacDonald doesn't stop 
there. He relates his own discovery as to 
why his success rang with the hollow 
echoes of human relationships lost; of 
false motivations and of tailored memo- 
ries. 


"Middle Ground" is the story of a 


middle-aged man squaring himself away 
for his remaining years. Angus MacDon- 
ald may not have the ultimate answer, 
but he has outlined the problem for thou- 
sands of his fellow men.

The flavor is missing in the present 


production at Arlington Park Theatre. 


"The Seven-Year Itch" starring Don- 


ald O'Connor, lags behind . . . never 
quite catching up td itself. 


O'Connor as a comedian is almost 


wasted. There are spots where his zani- 
ness and unexpected retorts do shine 
through, particularly in the third act, but 
in between, the action is stilted and dull. 


"The Seven-Year Itch," written by 


George Axelrod and directed by William 
Tregal, is about a married man who has 
just sent his wife and small son off to 
their summer retreat. He is to join them 
on weekends, but in between, there are 
five days he has the apartment to him- 
self. He becomes restless. 


MUCH OF THE PLAY consists of a 


monologue by O'Connor who in the first 
act exposes his discontent with his wife 
who insists* that he quit both smoking 


and drinking He also resents her calling 
him up at 10 p.m., a sign of mistrust. 


When a tomato plant from the balcony 


above topples over and almost hits Rich- 
ard on the head, he decides it is just 
cause to both drink and smoke and possi- 
bly meet the young girl upstairs . . . the 
plant's owner. 


Even at this point Richard is contin- 


ually fantasizing, putting himself in the 
role of an irresistible lover. Small epi- 
sodes occur on stage, supposedly past ex- 
periences where Richard has left all the 
women drooling over him. 


Now he has a chance to prove his viril- 


ity with the young chick upstairs. The 
remainder of the play is a question. Will 
he seduce her or not? 


RICHARD SHERMAN comes off more 


as a pathetic soul than an amusing char- 
acter. Pity gets in the way of laughter. 


Perhaps if the play were tightened up

Hanson of Wood Dale, whose life and 
health he has already negatively affect- 
ed. Both the girl's brother, John Mar- 
quette of Des Plaines, and her father, 
Larry Mayer of Arlington Heights, are 
extremely vengeful.

es the youth deeper into despair, it 
brings a sudden rejuvenation to the bJW- 
tered movie queen who finds the strength 
to pick herself up from her own private 
gutter.

Every so often a comedy comes to the 


area that leaves quite a lasting impres- 
sion. "Affairs of State" currently being 
staged at Pheasant Run does just that. 


The three-act play by Louis Verneuil is 


funny in a clean light-hearted sense. It 
continually rides on a high crest of hilar- 
ity, and when the curtain goes down for 
the final time, you take a little bit of that 
same gaiety on home and chuckle again. 


June Lockhart stars in the comedy that 


dips into the personal lives of high politi- 
cally ranking persons in Washington D.C. 


Her performance is above reproach. 


The star who is noted for her key roles in 
the television series "Lassie," "Lost In 


Space" and "Petticoat Junction" is even 
more personable on live stage. 


IN "AFFAIRS OF State" June first 


comes out on stage as an unsophisti- 
cated, "frumpy" school teacher from 
Minnesota who during the summer is 
helping her cousin, the retired Secretary 
of State, get his library into order. To the 
utmost she exemplifies... a plain Jane. 


However, she changes into a swan 


overnight when the chance arises to play 
the role of wife to a young Senator, 
George, who, because of his position, 
needs a mate . . . but in name only. He 
and Constance, the young wife of Phillip, 
the retired statesman, are very much in 
love. In fact, Constance, assured that 


school teacher Irene will never interest 
George, makes the final arrangements. 


Phillip, who is aware of his wife's in- 


terest in George, is really responsible for 
instigating the idea, fully placing his bets 
on a different outcome. 


"AH MARRIAGE is like a beseighed 


fort," he bemoans. "Those who are out- 
side want in and those on the inside want 
out." 


Director Carl Stohn Jr. couldn't have 


found a better actor to play the 70-year- 
old statesman than Sidney Breese. He is 
a delight to watch cavort on stage, and is 
the epitome of an extremely educated, 
gracious and astute diplomat. 


Above all, Phillip is a schemer. Yet 


Indian Program At Harper 


The "White Roots of Peace," a North 


American Indian group, will present a 
special program at Harper College Tues- 
day. Nov. 9, to interpret the growing In- 
dian movement as well as the traditioal 
values and ways of America's native 
people. 


Named after an Iroquois tradition, the 


group will bring Indian-made films, 
speakers, singers, dancers and crafts to 
Harper. The major presentation will be- 
gin at 8 p.m. in the College Center 
(Building A). 


At a dinner preceding the evening pre- 


sentation, traditional North American In- 
dian foods will be shared among the vis- 
iting Indians, Harper faculty and stu- 
dents, plus representatives from the Or- 
der of the Arrow, Northwest Suburban 
Council of Boy Scouts, and the Indian 
Guide program of the YWCA. 


THE 8 P.M. program is open to the 


public. Admission is $2 for adults and $1 
for students. Special group rates are 
available to schools and non-profit organ- 
izations. 


The name, "White Roots of Peace," is 


symbolic of the first united nations the 


world knew, an event not always includ- 
ed in history books. 


Karonhiio, head singer, explains, "The 


Iroquois confederacy was united under a 
great tree of peace, with four white roots 
going out to the four winds so all people 
could find their way to peace in the 
shade of that tree. Since then, we have 
considered an aggressive 
pursuit of 


peace as the mission of the people of the 
longhouse." 


According to another spokesman, Sa- 


kokwenonkwas, the intent of the Indian 
communications group is not to give a 
performance, but to meet in an exchange 
of culture and ideas. 


"OUR 
PROBLEMS are too great for 


us to be dancing for anyone's entertain- 
ment. We want people to understand our 
ways so they can join with us to dance in 
friendship and unity," said the Mohawk 
spiritual leader. 


Not one of the group is a professional 


show person, and all funds raised on the 
tour are used for revitalization of tradi- 
tional cultures. 


Although the group has met on many 


campuses all over North America, they 
concentrate primarily on Indian commu- 
nities. They met last year with the 


Pomos, Navajos, Utes, Shoshone, Mes- 
quakie, Chippewa, Choctaw and in Cana- 
da, the Cree, Chippewa and Algonkin 
people. 


Ateronhiatakon, another speaker, said, 


"We come as people, of the same height 
as you, as we are in reality."

The audience has a ball plotting along- 


side Phillip in attempting to make the 
arrangement permanent between George 
and Irene. 


We anticipate what is going to be the 


final outcome. However, how it is accom- 
plished is the real story and that is 
enough to keep the audience thoroughly 
engrossed. 


Particularly 
amusing is the scene 


where the Senator explains to Irene just 
what are her duties as "mistress of his 
house," and just how much affection she 
should display in public. Throughout the 
briefing she takes notes. 


WHETHER THE CLOTHES June mod- 


eled on stage were her own or simply 
borrowed for the production makes little 
difference. They are extremely stylish 
and elegant. 


The only small disappointment is that 


Constance throws in the towel so easily 
after realizing she has been replaced. 


But then I suppose all noble politicians 


should be good losers.

Illinois House Ethics Bill Floundering 


by TOM t.At'K 


SPRINGFIKLt) HTD-The first at- 


tempt on the Ilinms House floor to shape 
a governmental ethics bill h;is floundered 
in a flurry nf amendments, prompting 
the measure's sponsor to throw up his 
hands and a«k that consideration be post- 
poned a day 


After the House Wednesday heard sev- 


en proposed changes hut could agree on 
only four. Rep 
George A Lindberg, 


R-Crystal Lake. ;isked if the House would 
agree to le:ive his hill ;it the amendment 
stage another day "so we c;m put this 
thing in better shape." 


The House, whose members 
spent 


nearly as much time trying to find copies 
of the amendments as they did debating 
their merit, quickly agreed to leave final 
changes until today. 


But before they quit Wednesday, the 


membership rejected an amendment that 
would hnve pruned from the hill a 10- 
cents per person campaign spending lim- 
it for members of the General Assembly, 
estimated at SIR.noo per member each 
election 


In arguing for the amendment, de- 


f e n t e d 
7 9-fi n , 
Rep 
Brian 
Duff, 


R-Wilmette. said, "limiting campaign 
costs to this level hurts the political new- 
comer The incumbent's name is already 
recognized and he has greater access to 
the media The newcomer has to pay for 
all his publicity " Rep. Arthur Berman, 
D-Chicago. 
rejected 
such arguments, 


saying "few persons spend $36,009 prima- 
ry and general election costs combined 
in running for the legislature. The prin- 
ciple of a campaign spending limit is 
that 
if we're serious about ethics, it 


should start here in the General Assem- 
bly." 


TWO OTHER amendments clarified 


the bill's language and a third, which de- 
fined corporations as those incorporated 


for making profit, sparked a lengthy ex- 


change. 


"Why 
do you want to exclude not-for- 


profit corporations from making cam- 
paign contributions''" asked 
Assistant 


M i n o r i t y L e a d e r Gerald 
Shea, 


D-Riverside. 


"We don't," Lindberg said. 
"The theory is that when people join 


not-for-profit groups, they know political 
activity and advocacy is one of the main 
functions. When profit organizations and 
labor unions campaign for a candidate, 
the worker or the company man whose 
money is being spent has no choice. 


"He can either let his union dues or the 


company's name be used against his will 
or protest and run the risk of losing his 
job," Lindberg said. 


Lindberg said that anyone could form 


nonprofit corporation solely for political 
purposes "This would not violate the 
theory that campaigns should be funded 
by individuals, not entities," he said. 


Rep. John Matijevich, 
D-North Chi- 


cago, said all corporations should be 
allowed to contribute to political cam- 
paigns "just as long as the public knows 
who they are. Why set up a law that can 
be subverted by phony corporations that 
are called non-profit? Let's put every- 
thing in the open." 


Three other amendments were offered 


but no action was taken. 


One of them, introduced by Minority 


Leader Clyde Choate, D-Anna, would re- 
quire any state official to rid himself of 
his interest in any business regulated by 
the state, such as racetracks. 


Lindberg objected on two counts, say- 


ing the language should be broadened to 
include all public officials, rather than 
just state officials, and that "this would 
mean no legislator could invest in any 
business in Illinois because I don't know 
of one not governed in some way by the 
state." 


Two other amendments were held up 


while Lindberg and Democrats tried to 
iron out their differences on the so-called 
"two-tier" approach to disclosing in- 
come. 


Lindberg proposed a method whereby 


full disclosure would be made to a board 
of ethics and partial disclosure for the 
public record. The partial disclosure, 
Lindberg said, would require reporting of 
income, assets and liabilities but not the 
amounts. 


It would also force public officials to 


disclose changes in their net worth, a 
provision Lindberg said would alert the 
public to any political windfall without 
violating a public figures privacy. All 
this information, in detail, would go to 
the ethics board, Lindberg said.

Remember the Beatles when they were the mop-haired 
group from jolly old England, with jolly or host Ed Sullivan? 


It's been said for years that Ed Sullivan couldn't do 


anything right in front of a television camera..except put 
together an array of talent unrivaled by any other variety 
show host. 


And for that, for the "Toast of the Town" man who week 


after week put together his "really big shew," no higher 
compliment could be paid. For most of us then, the first of 
Sullivan's specials for CBS television brought back fond 
memories of his 23 years as a Sunday night fixture. The 
recent broadcast perhaps also served as a good historical 
documentary of the Sullivan Years for the younger 
audience who didn't realize the impact that the New York 
writer-entertainer had on the early days of television. 


THE SULLIVAN YEARS special displayed some of the 


awkwardness that was to become almost a trademark to 
Ed's shows. The producers of the show put together an 
excellent sampling of many of the highlights of the old 
Sullivan shows. Especially noteworthy were musical 
shorts—such as the first appearances by the Beatles and 
Elvis Presley—and some of the impromptu flubs and bursts 
of impromptu participation by Sullivan with some of the 
stars he featured. 


The 90-minute program was one of those that shouldn't 


have been missed by anyone. Perhaps I'm being a bit 
dogmatic, and assuming too much, but I can't imagine very 
.many people who really would not like a show such as The 
Sullivan Years. 


I have often thought —as I'm sure others must 


have—about the possibility of getting the three major 
networks to pool their efforts (and their prime time) some 
evening and run one show. It can be done, technically, and 
we've seen before on such things as presidential news 
conferences. 


Take a show like the recent Sullivan special. A variety 


show featuring a host of big-name entertainment. The 
networks, along with major independent stations who 
wished to go along, could sell the show to an advertiser or 
advertisers, and then distribute the profits in an 
arrangement worked out among themselves. 


The ultimate beneficiaries of such a cooperative venture 


would be the viewers. Granted, there may not be much 
^ 


choice for the folks, but then there wouldn't be a hassle 
over who wants to watch what. 


Maybe my idea is smack dab out there in left field 


somewhere, too idealistic. But, I'd love to see it happen. 
One show..one night per year, perhaps..on nearly every 
major channel on the tube. What do you think?

Washington. D C approve a new per- 
manpnt facility and an interim facilities 
for the expected two-year period before 
occupancy 


Meanwhile, 
Schaumburg's 
contract 


post office in village hall is closing to 
day. The contract on the branch office 
expires Sunday. Mrs 
Marge Mefford, 


postmaster of the branch office, sub- 
mitted her resiffnation last month, before 
regional officials informed the village 
they were recommending construction of 
a new permanent building. 


Bids for takeover of Mrs. Mcfford's 


contract were due Wednesday, but none 
were submitted. Mrs. Mefford was wait- 
ing to receive o bid form, and intends to 
send one in before the extended deadline, 
Nov 5. Until her new bid is accepted, if 
if. is, the village hall station must re- 
main closed, she snid. 


E. P. GAII.MAKD. a division chief of 


the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers, yes- 
terday commented on the procedure and 
likelihood of obtaining a temporary post- 
al building. 


Gailmard would be in charge of han- 


dling Schaumburg's post office construc- 
tion or leasing space if a building is ap- 
proved. While his office cannot act with- 
out authorization from the corps of engi- 
neers in Washington, he is aware a 
request for a post office has been made, 
and expects it will be authorized. 


Clarence Gels, regional 
postmaster 


general, said last Friday he was faking 
the request, giving village officials com- 
plete assurance a station would be built 
and with all possible speed. 


GAILMARD SAID Gels recommenda- 


tion would be channeled first through the 
U.S. Postal Service in Washington. If ap- 
proved it would be forwarded to the 
corps of engineers in Washington. Au- 
thorization would then be forwarded to 
Gailmard. 


Gels' "request should be honored, if he 


makes a strong appeal for it. I would say 
Gels' request has an excellent chance of 
success," said Gailmard. "If Gels feels 
the situation is such that some tempora- 
ry action should be taken, his author- 
ization would so state. Project author- 
ization would probably tell us to find 
temporary facilities. If we were unsuc- 
cessful, they would perhaps make a sec- 
ondary decision and tell us to go for a 
temporary building," said Gailmard. 


Gailmard thinks it unlikely his office 


will find a rentable facility for the Hiter- 
im period.

Halloween Safety Hints 


With ghosts and goblins prowling the 


streets for tricks and treats, this week- 
end could be a mite scary. To keep the 
scares on the fun side, local police have 
issued a few safety suggestions. 


Time To Turn Back Clock 


The annual ritual of turning back the 


clock is on us again, as residents of this 
area and most other states in the nation 
pick up the hour they lost in April. 


Clocks should be turned one hour 


BACK Sunday morning when Daylight 
Savings Time ends. 


Officially. Daylight Ssvings Time ends 


at 2 a m . local time Sunday morning, al- 
though most people reset their clocks on 
Saturday night when they turn in. 


Although the Northwest suburbs are in 


a part of the country which recognizes 
Daylight Savings Time as a normal part 


of the change of season v the idea of 
changing the hours of the day is still a 
controversial subject in some states. 
First introduced during World War I as a 
means of saving electricity, the idea of 
Daylight'Savings Time caught on, but re- 
mained controversial until the federal 
government set up mandatory rules. 


In Arizona, Michigan and Hawaii state 


legislatures have passed bills exempting 
their states from the 1966 Uniform Time 
Act, and Indiana, a patchwork of time 
zones, 19 out of 92 counties still do not 
observe the changing hours. 


The suggested "witching hour" in Hoff- 


man Estates, any night this weekend, is 
8:30 p.m. Chief John O'Connell explained 
that youngsters may be out any time be- 
tween this morning and Sunday night, 
since there is no school today. 


As in the past, the police are suggest- 


ing that all residents turn off outside 
lights at 8:30 p.m., as a signal to young- 
sters its time to go home. 


"We suggest they trick-or-treat only on 


Sunday, as that is actually Halloween, 
but we have to be prepared for the full 
weekend," said O'Connell. 


"WE TRY and get across to residents 


that the trick-or-treat period be indicated 
by an outside light, allowed to remain lit 
until 8:30 p.m., and then turned off to 
advise the children the period is over," 
said O'Connell. 


"We have had marvelous cooperation 


in the past from the people out here. At 
8:30 it was likely somebody rang a bell, 
and everyone cooperated," he said. 


O'Connell also suggested that children 


carry their own light sources, flashlights, 
if they are to be out after dusk. The chil- 
dren should be warned to stay off the 
streets, and should dress in light colored 
clothing, he suggested. 


Traveling in a group also was recom- 


mended, both for the sake of having 
more fun and for safety reasons. No 
child under six or seven years of age 
should be out without an adult or respon- 
sible teenager, said Chief O'Connell, and 
even young teenagers should have an 
older person with them, he said. He 
added that parents are the best judge of 
the maturity of their children, and should 
act accordingly. 


"I don't think children should take 


anything that is not packaged," said 
O'Connell, but recognizing that children 
are not likely to refuse a treat, he sug- 
gested parents examine the loot when 
children return home, and remove items 
that are not packaged. In past years in 
other parts of the country children 
have been given booby-trapped cookies 
or fruit. 


The same suggestions would apply for

1,175 Miles Later, Walker Arrives

Weeks ago, Dan Walker recalled the 


soul-searching and the doubt that pre- 
ceeded his decision to walk the length of 
Illinois In search of votes for governor. 


He was embarking on a challenge to 


the candidate to be picked by the regular 
Democratic organization of the state and 
he needed to dramatize that challenge 
and make his name known. 


But Illinois is a tall state and once 


started, there would be no turning back. 
You can't launch a political campaign 
with the announcement that you MAY 
walk the state. 


So Walker started out from the Ken- 


tucky border, to shake the hands of 
strangers throughout the state. 


Sixteen weeks and 1,175 miles later, 


Walker strode into the Northwest sub- 
urbs yesterday, with the air of a man 
who knows he made the right choice. 


THE 
WALKING CAMPAIGN had 


worked in the hills of Southern Illinois, 
he feels. It worked on the flat plains and 
among the young corn in the central 
counties. It worked in the rolling coun- 
tryside of the Rock River and Fox River 
valleys. 


And it was working in the suburbs. 
The state he hopes to govern, he said, 


is a state of many parts. "I've been 
through the Hog Capital of the World, the 
Petunia Capital of the World, the Soy- 
bean Capital of the World, and the Chili 
Capital of the World..." 


"But there is very little difference 


among the people, either downstate or in 
the metropolitan area," he declares. 
"There is a warmth and good will among 
them." 


AND WALKER AND HIS campaign 


aides feel they have struck that reservoir 


of good will by their down-to-earth ap- 
proach. 


In southern Illinois, he was greeted by 


men in farmer's attire and women in cot- 
ton dresses.. They greeted him at the 
end of their lane or at crossroads with 
lemonade and root beer. 


In the Northwest suburbs, Walker vis- 


ited with men in pastel shirts and striped 
ties and 'iwnen in pant-suits. Four wom- 
en from Wheeling greeted him at the 
southern entrance to Arlington Heights 
with a carton of iced tea.

"WE COULD easily spend six months 


trying to find that kind of site," said 
Gailmard. Even then, the corps of engi- 
neers could be ordered either to contract 
with a firm which would construct the 
building and rent it to the government, 
or it could own and construct the build- 
ing itself. The process is easier and fas- 
ter if the government owns the building, 
because such measures as condemnation 
can be applied, he said.

Urge 'Yes' Vote Saturday 


Two proposals calling for the 


contraction of three new schools 
during a four-year period will face 
voters Saturday in the Palatine- 
Rolling Meadows Dist. 15 referen- 
dum. 


The first proposal will request 


authorization to transfer $1 million 
previously approved for an ele- 
mentary school into the Palatine 
Hills Junior High School building 
fund. 


The second proposal asks author- 


ity to issue $3.6 million for the con- 
s t r u c t i o n of two elementary 
schools, one in the west and one in 
the north. 


We endorse both proposals but 


with some reservations. 


Both proposals reflect an effort 


by the board to keep abreast of an- 
ticipated enrollment growth. Such 
planning is imperative in a district 
growing as rapidly as Dist. IS. 


Planning for the future is neces- 


sary, however. There are recent 
examples showing the board has 
erred in some of its calculations. In 
1967 and 1989, voters authorized 
the issuance of bonds for an ele- 
mentary school in the southwest 
section of the district on the Dawn- 
gate site Now the board is telling 
voters the school is not needed. 


The board also told voters in 1969 


that Palatine Hills could be con- 
structed for $2 million and opened 
in 1972. The board now is coming to

Defeat ol this 
first proposal would benefit no one 
since the bonds already have been 
sold and their debt retirement re- 
flected in the current tax rate. 
Therefore a "yes" vote is urged. 


Approval of the second proposal 


is not as critical. The issuance of 
bonds for two elementary schools 
represents an attempt by the board 
to plan for anticipated growth dur- 
ing the next four years. 


Questions surrounding the sec- 


ond proposal are: Will there be a 
need for a school in the north by 
1975 and can a site be acquired and 
school built for the budgeted $1-9 
million, or will the board be com- 
ing back to the voters for more 
money? 


Despite the problems inherent in 


long-range planning, the goal of 
providing schools before there is a 
crisis 
situation 
is meritorious. 


Long-range approval of bonding 
power gives the board flexibility in 
being able to respond to situations 
as they arise. 


Planned level debt is another 


factor in favor of proposal two. By 
giving the board approval to sell 
the bonds now the board will be 
able to time the sale of the bonds 
so there will not be an increase in 
the tax rate. This is significant in 
an age where everything seems to 
lead to higher taxes. 


Therefore, a "yes" vote is urged 


for proposal two and voters also 
are urged to adopt a watchdog sys- 
tem to keep a closer tab on board 
actions and insure the intent of the 
referendum is carried out.

Pasquesi Trucking Co. will do the work 


for the village for $1 per cubic yard. 


At Tuesday's village board meeting 


Trustee Michael Valenza asked how the 
dirt will be measured. Valenza was skep- 
tical when Village Director of Public 
Works Larry Oppenheimer said the vol- 
ume of the dirt could be determined by 
measuring the pile. 


"ARE YOU GUYS kidding me?" Va- 


lenza asked, saying there could be a hole 
in the middle of the pile. 


Oppenhdmer fought back, pointing out, 


"It would be ridiculous to have some- 
body stand out there and count truck- 
londs Besides I don't know what kind of 
truck they're going to use." 


He assured Valenza there were no 


holes in the middle of the pile. Valenza 
also questioned whether if it rained be- 
fore hauling the volume of dirt wouldn't 
change. 


Board members asked Oppenheimer to 


make sure the back yards of property 
surrounding the hill were "in good 
shape" and filled in before all the dirt 
was hauled away. 


The work was to begin as soon as the

1,175 Miles 
Later, Walker 
Arrives Here

Weeks ago, Dan Walker recalled the 


soul-searching and the doubt that pro- 
ceeded his decision to walk the length of 
Illinois in search of votes for governor. 


He was embarking on a challenge to 


the candidate to be picked by the regular 
Democratic organization of the state and 
he needed to dramatize that challenge 
and make his name known. 


But Illinois is a tall state and once 


started, there would be no turning back. 
You can't launch a political campaign 
with the announcement that you MAY 
walk the state. 


So Walker started out from the Ken- 


tucky border, to shake the hands of 
strangers throughout the state. 


Sixteen weeks and 1,175 miles later, 


Walker strode Into the Northwest sub- 
urbs yesterday, with the air of a man 
who knows he made the right choice. 


THE 
WALKING CAMPAIGN had 


worked in the hills of Southern Illinois, 
he feels. It worked on the flat plains and 
among the young corn in the central- 
counties. It worked in the rolling coun- 
tryside of the Rock River and Fox River 
valleys. 


And it was working in the suburbs. 
The state he hopes to govern, he said, 


is a state of many parts. "I've been 
through the Hog Capital of the World, 
the Petunia Capital of the World, the 
Soybean Capital of the World, and the 
Chili Capital of the World . . ." 


"But there is very little difference 


among the people, either downstate or in 
the metropolitan area," he declares. 
"There is a warmth and good will among 
them." 


AND WALKER AND HIS campaign 


aides feel they have struck that reservoir 
of good will by their down-to-earth ap- 
proach. 


In southern Illinois, he was greeted by 


men in farmer's attire and women in cot- 
ton dresses. They greeted him at the 
end of their lane or at crossroads with 
lemonade and root beer. 


In the Northwest suburbs, Walker vis- 


ited with men is pastel shirts and striped 
ties and women in pant-suits. Four, wom- 
en from Wheeling greeted him at the 
southern entrance to Arlington Heights 
with a carton of iced tea.

Program For Blind Grows

The visually handicapped program in 


High School Dist. 214 started on a shoe- 
string in 1957 and has since grown into a 
sophisticated program aimed at assisting 
all students with visual handicaps in the 
district. 


Wheeling High School has been the lo- 


cation for the program since the school 
opened in 1964. 


Currently 10 students, four totally blind 


and the remainder partially sighted mul- 
tiple handicapped, are involved. 


The students study a regular high 


school curriculum, and are enrolled in 
regular classes as often as possible. 


VISUALLY HANDICAPPED students 


are or have been enrolled in power me- 
chanics courses, home economics, physi- 
cal education and drivers' education 
classes. 


In addition, visually handicapped stu- 


dents: participate in school clubs, hold af- 
ter school jobs, attend dances and athlet- 
ic events. Many also place on the school 
honor roll; only one of the students who 
has been in the program during the past 
four years hasn't gone on to college, ac- 
cording to Faye Greenspon, one of the 


two resource teachers in the program. 


"These kids are talented and should 


participate in all activities that can help 
them in their talents,' said Mrs. Green- 
spon. "It gives them a sense of self- 
p r i d e , 
independence 
and 
accom- 


plishment. I hope that the stigma that 
they're different is disappearing. I hope 
this can be eradicated through knowl- 
edge and understanding. The intelligent 


handicapped person is able to do any- 
thing well." 


Dist. 214 was the first school district in 


the state, outside of Chicago, to start a 
resource program for the blind at the 
high school level, according to Halcyon 
Peters, resource teacher for the visually 
handicapped at Wheeling High School. 
Mrs. Peters has been with the program

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Program For Visually Handicapped Is Growing 


(.Continued from page 1) 


since it started 14 years ago, and was the 
only Dlst. 214 staff member directly in- 
volved in the program until 1964. 


A $1.000 donation by the Arlington 


Heights Lions Club in 1957 got the pro- 
gram off the ground, Mrs Peters re- 
called. 


"THE LIONS CLUB really put us in 


business We didn't have nearly the re- 
sources then that we have now We de- 
pended greatly on gifts in the first few 
years to get the program started," she 
recalled 


The first equipment in the program 


consisted of a few tape recorders and 
braillers, machines which enable visually 
handicapped students to type in braille 


Obtaining textbooks in braille was a 


major problem in the early days, and 
still does cause some problems, accord- 
ing to Mrs Peters. 


Materials are obtained primarily from 


the American Printing House for the 
Blind, Johanna Bureau for the Blind in 
Chicago and also the Instructional Mate- 
rials Center in Springfield. 


However, texts must be ordered six 


months ahead of time, and often visually 
handicapped students don't know what 
courses they will be taking, or what texts 
will be needed so far in advance 


IN THESE CASES, many texts are 


transcribed into braille for the Undents' 
benefit. Mrs. Peters, with the help of vol- 
unteers, was the lone transcriber in the 
early days of the program. Today, two 
professional braillists are employed to 
transcribe texts. 


The braillists also transcribe charts, 


maps and other similar visual data from 
regular textbooks into braille. 


Many other textbooks that cannot be 


obtained in braille, particularly English 
and history texts, are recorded on tapes. 
Magazine articles, too, which could be 
used in writing research reports, have 
also been put on tape. 


An extensive library of tapes has been 


collected m the resource room for vis- 
ually handicapped at Wheeling High 
School. Many additional fiction books 
and encyclopedias in braille are in the 
Wheeling High Library for use by the 
visually handicapped. 


The two resource teachers augment 


what the students learn in the classroom, 
or in the case of those who do not attend 
regular classes, teach them the material 
themselves. 


PARTIALLY SIGHTED students are 


aided in their classwork by the use of 
large-type textbooks and a randsite. A 
randsite works on the principal of closed 
circuit television, magnifying the printed 


word on a close circuit television screen 


Another piece of equipment in great 


use is the thermoform machine, a ma- 
chine that makes copies of material writ- 
ten in braille. 


"Our philosophy is to help students do 


their work themselves, not to do some- 
thing for them. By their senior year, 
these students can carry on on their 
own," Mrs. Greenspon said.

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Warning System 
Is Top Priority 
For CD Panel 


The top priority for the Buffalo Grove 


Civil Defense Commission is the devel- 
opment and installation of a warning sys- 
tem to cover the village. 


Donald Schindler, commission director, 


and John Fascia, regional coordinator 
for the Illinois Civil Defense Commission 
spoke at last Monday's village board 
meeting on the need for a warning sys- 
tem and the importance of a civil de- 
fense unit in Buffalo Grove. 


Commenting on the need for a warning 


system. Fascia said, "People should 
know when a tornado is going to hit." 


Schindler told the trustees the warning 


system is his top priority and that he is 
working on a plan. It will be presented to 
the board at next Monday's meeting. 


The only warning siren now in the vil- 


lage is at the municipal building and is 
used mostly by the fire department. 


FORMER CIVII, DEFENSE director 


Steven Brooks described the siren's ef- 
fectiveness by calling it "little toot." 


Fascia said in the last 10 years civil 


defense has become "organized and so- 
phisticated" and not an organization con- 
sisting of "buckets, armbands and hel- 
mets." 


"Too many people don't know what it's 


all about. We feel civil defense is a ne- 
cessity right down to the local commu- 
nity," Fascia said. 


He described civil defense as "local 


government working in an emergency 
situation." 


"It's not an outside group," he empha- 


sized. 


Fascia said that state and federal civil 


defense assistance is used only when 
"you have extinguished all your local re- 
sources." 


The village civil defense commission 


was organized last February. Since that 
time, volunteers have been working on 
establishment of an emergency oper- 
ations center in the basement of the mu- 
nicipal building. 


Civil defense members also have un- 


dergone first aid training, conducted by 
the police department. 


Time To Turn Back Clock 


The annual ritual of turning back the 


clock is on us again, as residents of this 
area and most other states in the nation 
pick up the hour they lost in April. 


Clocks should be turned one hour 


BACK Sunday morning when Daylight 
Savings Time ends. 


Officially. Daylight Savings Time ends 


at 2 a.m. local tim«- Sunday morning, al- 
though most people reset their clocks on 
Saturday night when they turn in. 


Although the Northwest suburbs are in 


a part of the country which recognizes 
Daylight Savings Time as a normal part 


of the change of season, the idea of 
changing the hours of the day is still a 
controversial subject in some states. 
First introduced during World War I as a 
means of saving electricity, the idea of 
Daylight Savings Time caught on, but re- 
mained controversial until the federal 
government set up mandatory rules. 


In Arizona, Michigan and Hawaii state 


legislatures have passed bills exempting 
their states from the 1966 Uniform Time 
Act, and Indiana, a patchwork of time 
zones, 19 out of 92 counties still do not 
observe the changing hours.

Program For Blind Grows

The visually handicapped program in 


High School Dist. 214 started on a shoe- 
string in 1957 and has since grown into a 
sophisticated program aimed at assisting 
all students with visual handicaps in the 
district. 


Wheeling High School has been the lo- 


cation for the program since the school 
opened in 1964. 


Currently 10 students, four totally blind 


and the remainder partially sighted mul- 
tiple handicapped, are involved. 


The students study a regular high 


school curriculum, and are enrolled in 
regular classes as often as possible. 


VISUALLY HANDICAPPED students 


are or have been enrolled in power me- 
chanics courses, home economics, physi- 
cal education and drivers' education 
classes. 


In addition, visually handicapped stu- 


dents participate in school clubs, hold af- 
ter school jobs, attend dances and athlet- 
ic events. Many also place on the school 
honor roll; only one of the students who 
has been in the program during the past 
four years hasn't gone on to college, ac- 
cording to Faye Greenspon, one of the 


two resource teachers in the program. 


"These kids are talented and should 


participate in all activities that can help 
them in their talents,' said Mrs. Green- 
spon. "It gives them a sense of self- 
p r i d e , 
independence 
and accom- 


plishment. I hope that the stigma that 
they're different is disappearing. I hope 
this can be eradicated through knowl- 
edge and understanding. The intelligent 


handicapped person is able to do any- 
thing well." 


Dist. 214 was the first school district in 


the state, outside of Chicago, to start a 
resource program for the blind at the 
high school level, according to Halcyon 
Peters, resource teacher for the visually 
handicapped at Wheeling High School. 
Mrs. Peters has been with the program

1,175 Miles 
Later, Walker 
Arrives Here

Weeks ago, Dan Walker recalled the 


soul-searching and the doubt that pro- 
ceeded his decision to walk the length of 
Illinois in search of votes for governor. 


He was embarking on a challenge to 


the candidate to be picked by the regular 
Democratic organization of the state and 
he needed to dramatize that challenge 
and make his name known. 


But Illinois is a tall state and once 


started, there would be no turning back. 
You can't launch a political campaign 
with the announcement that you MAY 
walk the state. 


So Walker started out from the Ken- 


tucky border, to shake the hands of 
strangers throughout the state. 


Sixteen weeks and 1,175 miles later, 


Walker strode into the Northwest sub- 
urbs yesterday, with the air of a man 
who knows he made the right choice. 


T H E 
WALKING CAMPAIGN 
had 


worked in the hills of Southern Illinois, 
he feels. It worked on the flat plains and 
among the young corn in the central 
counties. It worked in the rolling coun- 
tryside of the Rock River and Fox River 
valleys. 


And it was working in the suburbs. 
The state he hopes to govern, he said, 


is a state of many parts. "I've been 
through the Hog Capital of the World, 
the Petunia Capital of the World, the 
Soybean Capital of the World, and the 
Chili Capital of the World . . ." 


"But there is very little difference 


among the people, either downstate or in 
the metropolitan area," he declares. 
"There is a warmth and good will among 
them." 


AND WALKER AND HIS campaign 


aides feel they have struck that reservoir 
of good will by their down-to-earth ap- 
proach. 


In southern Illinois, he was greeted by 


men in farmer's attire and women in cot- 
ton dresses. They greeted him at the 
end of their lane or at crossroads with 
lemonade and root beer. 


In the Northwest suburbs, Walker vis- 


ited with men is pastel shirts and striped 
ties and women in pant-suits. Four wom- 
en from Wheeling greeted him at the 
southern entrance to Arlington Heights 
with a carton of iced tea.

Savings Time ends, 


Officially. Daylight Savings Time ends 


at 2 a.m. locil time Sunday morning, al- 
though most people reset their clocks on 
Saturday night when they turn in. 


Although the Northwest suburbs are in 


a part of* the country which recognizes 
Daylight Savings Time as a normal part 


of the change of season, the idea of 
changing the hours of the day is still a 
controversial subject in some states. 
First Introduced during World War I as a 
means of saving electricity, the idea of 
Daylight Savings Time caught on, but re- 
mained controversial until the federal 
government set up mandatory rules. 


In Arizona, Michigan and Hawaii state 


legislatures have passed bills exempting 
their states from the 1966 Uniform Time 
Act, and Indiana, a patchwork of time 
zones, 19 out of 92 counties still do not 
observe the changing hours.

Zoning Board Chairman David Kuh, 


and members Harry Benstein, Henry La- 
Dore and Louis Richter were served sub- 
poenas this week to testify in the hearing 
at 10 a.m. today in the civic Center. 


The suit, filed by 29 residents of the 


Arlington Crest subdivision, seeks a 
court judgment declaring the Palatine 
ordinance of Sept. 13 invalid. The resi- 
dents contend the ordinance, which 
granted a special use to Jordan Kaiser 
to construct the sports complex, is 
arbitrary and not designed to promote 
the safety and general welfare of the 
public. 


The sports complex is planned east of 


the Zayre's Department Store on North- 
west Highway. The Arlington Crest sub- 
divison lies adjacent to the proposed de- 
velopment. 


Residents objected to the sports com- 


plex at both the zoning board hearing 
and before the village board, although 
both bodies approved the complex. They 
contended village officials approved the 
complex after insufficient plans were 
presented by the developer. 


The plans for the complex call for con- 


One 
would house six indoor tennis courts and 
the other would house an ice rink and 
roller rink to be separated by a common 
wall.

Walker Arrives In Suburbs

Weeks ago, Dan Walker recalled the 


soul-searching and the doubt that pre- 
ceeded his decision to walk the length of 
Illinois in search of votes for governor. 


He was embarking on a challenge to 


the candidate to be picked by the regular 
Democratic organization of the state and 
he needed to dramatize that challenge 
and make his name known. 


But Illinois is a tall state and once 


started, there would be no turning back. 
You can't launch a political campaign 
with the announcement that you MAY 
walk the state. 


So Walker started out from the Ken- 


tucky border, to shake the hands of 
strangers throughout the state. 


Sixteen weeks and 1,175 miles later, 


Walker strode into the Northwest sub- 
urbs yesterday, with the air of a man 
who knows he made the right choice. 


T H E 
WALKING 
CAMPAIGN had 


worked in the hills of Southern Illinois, 
he feels. It worked on the flat plains and 
among the young corn in the central 
counties. It worked in the rolling coun- 
tryside of the Rock River and Fox River 
valleys. 


And it was working in the suburbs. 
The state he hopes to govern, he said, 


is a state of many parts. "I've been 
through the Hog Capital of the World, 
the Petunia Capital of the World, the 
Soybean Capital of the World, and the 
Chili Capital of the World ..." 


"But there is very little difference 


among the people, either downstate or in 
the metropolitan area," he declares. 


"There is a warmth and good will among 
them." 


AND WALKER AND HIS campaign 


aides feel they have struck that reservoir 
of good will by their down-to-earth ap- 
proach. 


In southern Illinois, he was greeted by 


men in farmer's attire and women in cot- 
ton dresses. They greeted him at the 
end of their lane or at crossroads with 
lemonade and root beer. 


In the Northwest suburbs, Walker vis- 


ited with men is pastel shirts and striped 
ties and women in pant-suits. Four wom- 
en from Wheeling greeted him at the 
southern entrance to Arlington Heights 
with a carton of iced tea.

The 
consensus of the other people was the 
schools are needed and they intended to 
vote "yes" on the two part referendum. 


''I am very much in favor of the refer- 


endum," said Mrs. Klnar S. Dahl, of 4507 
Thorntree, Rolling Meadows. "The board 
has shown there is a need for the schools 
if students are to receive a proper educa- 
tion I definitely feel the board should be 
making long range plans to meet the 
needs of the district. The board's prog- 
nosis of the situation m the past has been 
very good and 1 will definitely support 
this referendum." 


These sentiments were echoed by Mrs. 


Thomas R. Schuknrcht of 740 E. Mill 
Valley Rd . Palatine, who said both she 
and her husband intended to vote tomor- 
row 


Mrs Schtiknecht is a member of the 


Virginia Lake School PTA and attended 
a meeting where Frank Whiteley ex- 
plained the issues appearing on tomor- 
row's ballot 


"I think the schools are really needed 


and will be needed even more in the near 
future with all of the construction going 
on in the district," said Mrs. Schuknecht. 


Mrs. 
Robert H. Funkp of 336 S Royal 


Ct . Palatine, said she had not discussed 
the matter with her husband yet but 
thought she would vote "yes." Mrs. 
Funke has five children, three of them 
attend parochial schools and two attend 
Fremd High School 


"I suppose there is a need Since the 


district already has the money for one 
and says approval will not raise taxes, I 
guess I don't mind," said Mrs Funke. 


The district officials have stated ap- 


proval of the referendum will not in- 
crease taxes. The first proposal asks for 
the transfer of $1 million into the Pala- 
tine Hills Junior High fund. This definite- 
ly will not increase taxes because the $1 
million bonds are already sold and the 
debt retirement is reflected in the cur- 
rent tax rate. 


The other proposal asks for authority 


to issue $3.6 million of bonds for the con- 
struction of two new schools. The board 
has stated its commitment to a planned 
level debt retirement, which means by 
proper timing the sale of the bonds 
would not raise taxes. 


One of the two elementary schools is 


scheduled to open in Winston Knolls in 
1973 or 1974. 


Mrs. Marshall Kariin of 412 Dixon Dr., 


Hoffman Estates, lives in the Winston 
Knolls subdivision and says both she and 
her husband intend to vote "yes." "I feel 
the schools are definitely needed. The 
schools are crowded now. They had to 
move the sixth graders out of Hunting 
Ridge School this year (Hunting Ridge is 
the school where children from Winston 
Knolls currently attend). Winston Knolls 
is still building, which can only mean 
more students." Mrs. Kariin says she 
also feels Palatine Hills is needed. 


Another resident of Winston Knolls was 


not as enthusiastic although she said she 
planned to vote "yes." "I have mixed 
emotions," said Mrs. Allen A. Pirsch of 
418 Winston Dr, Hoffman Estates.

Two-Part Plan For 3 Neiv Schools 
Residents Vote Tomorrow 
On School Referendum 


Palatine-Rolling Meadows Dist. 15 vot- 


ers will go to the polls tomorrow to de- 
termine the fate of a two-part building 
referendum for the construction of three 
new schools. 


School officials are puzzled about the 


lack of feedback from the public, since 
plans for the referendum were an- 
nounced last month. Officials are refrain- 
ing from making any prediction of the 
outcome. Their only prediction is that 
"voter turnout will be high." 


This prediction is substantiated by the 


Palatine Township Hall clerk who says 
voter registration has been high during 
the last month. 


More than 70 civic and governmental 


groups have had a member of the board 
or administration explain the referendum 
to their group. Everyone has reported re- 
ceiving a good reception. Numerous bro- 
chures have also been distributed. 


L I T T L E NEGATIVISM has been 


voiced and no group has organized 
against the referendum. 


"It is the feeling, at this point, of the 


board of education and administration, 
that we have done everything we can to 
inform the voters and the decision now 
rests with the voters," said Joseph Kis- 
zka. deputy superintendent. 


Kiszka said it was up to the voters how 


they voted but he hoped no one would 
vote "no" because of unanswered ques- 
tions concerning the referendum. 


The first proposal on tomorrow's ballot 


will request authorization to transfer $1

million from the sale of bonds (approved 
by voters in 1967 and 1969 for the con- 
struction of an elementary school in the 
southwest section of the district) into the 
$2 million Palatine Hills Junior High 
School building fund approved by voters 
in 1969. 


Transfer of the funds is necessary if 


the board of education is to award a $2.9 
million general construction contract to 
Kiendle Construction Co. of Chicago, low 
bidder on the project. Construction could 
start immediately if the transfer is ap- 
proved and the school opened in 1973. 


The additional $1 million is needed be- 


cause of unpredicted inflated costs, a 
change in the scope of the project, a one 
year delay in opening of the school dur- 
ing which period construction costs in- 
creased and an underestimation of the 
cost of the facility by the architects. 


THE SECOND proposal asks authority 


to issue $3.6 million in bonds for the con- 
struction of a 28-room elementary school 
in the west and site acquisition and con- 
struction of a 30-room school in the 
north. The school in the west would open 
in 1973 or 1974 and cost an estimated 


Time To Turn Back Clock 


The annual ritual of turning back the 


clock is on us again, as residents of this 
area and most other states in the nation 
pick up the hour they lost in April. 


Clocks should be turned one hour 


BACK Sunday morning when Daylight 
Savings Time ends. 


Officially. Daylight Savings Time ends 


at 2 a.m. local tim<? Sunday morning, al- 
though most people reset their clocks on 
Saturday night when they turn in. 


Although the Northwest suburbs are in 


a part of the country which recognizes 
Daylight Savings Time as a normal part 


of the change of season, the idea of 
changing the hours of the day is still a 
controversial subject in some states. 
First introduced during World War I as a 
means of saving electricity, the idea of 
Daylight Savings Time caught on, but re- 
mained controversial until the federal 
government set up mandatory rules. 


In Arizona, Michigan and Hawaii state 


legislatures have passed bills exempting 
their states from the 1966 Uniform Time 
Act, and Indiana, a patchwork of time 
zones, 19 out of 92 counties still do not 
observe the changing hours. 


$11.7 million if the referendum passes. 
The northern school is planned to open in 
1974 or 1975 and cost an estimated $1.9 
million. 


The first proposal will not affect taxes

Walker Arrives In Suburbs

Weeks ago, Dan Walker recalled the 


soul-searching and the doubt that pro- 
ceeded his decision to walk the length of 
Illinois in search of votes for governor. 


He was embarking on a challenge to 


the candidate to be picked by the regular 
Democratic organization of the state and 
he needed to dramatize that challenge 
and make his name known. 


But Illinois is a tall state and once 


started, there would be no turning back. 
You can't launch a political campaign 
with the announcement that you MAY 
walk the state. 


So Walker started out from the Ken- 


tucky border, to shake the hands of 
strangers throughout the state. 


Sixteen weeks and 1,175 miles later, 


Walker strode into the Northwest sub- 
urbs yesterday, with the air of a man 
who knows he made the right choice. 


THE 
WALKING CAMPAIGN had 


worked in the hills of Southern Illinois, 
he feels. It worked on the flat plains and 
among the young corn in the central 
counties. It worked in the rolling coun- 
tryside of the Rock River and Fox River 
valleys. 


And it was working in the suburbs. 
The state he hopes to govern, he said, 


is a state of many parts. "I've been 
through the Hog Capital of the World, 
the Petunia Capital of the World, the 
Soybean Capital of the World, and the 
Chili Capital of the World . . ." 


"But there is very little difference 


among the people, either downstate or in 
the metropolitan area," he declares. 


"There is a warmth and good will among 
them." 


AND WALKER AND HIS campaign 


aides feel they have struck that reservoir 
of good will by their down-to-earth ap- 
proach. 


In southern Illinois, he was greeted by 


men in farmer's attire and women in cot- 
ton dresses. They greeted him at the 
end of their lane or at crossroads with 
lemonade and root beer. 


In the Northwest suburbs, Walker vis- 


ited with men is pastel shirts and striped 
ties and women in pant-suits. Four wom- 
en from Wheeling greeted him at the 
southern entrance to Arlington Heights 
with a carton of iced 'tea.

15 Board of Education is asking 
voter approval of a 14th referendum for 
the construction of three new schools. 


Are they pushing their luck? One 


might think so since more than 60 per 
cent of all school referendums in the 
state are defeated. A random telephone 
survey however, indicated this is not the 
case. 


Not only are residents in Dist. 15 plan- 


ning to get out and vote Saturday but 
they appear to be well informed of the 
issues and in favor of them. 


Approximately 20 voters were con- 


tacted by phone and only four were not 
aware of tomorrow's referendum. The 
consensus of the other people was the 
schools are needed and they intended to 
vote "yes" on the two part referendum. 


"I am very much in favor of the refer- 


endum," said Mrs. Einar S. Dahl, of 4507 
Thorntree, Rolling Meadows. "The board 
has shown there is a need for the schools 
if students are to receive a proper educa- 
tion. I definitely feel the board should be 
making long range plans to meet the 
needs of the district. The board's prog- 
nosis of the situation in the past has been 
very good and I will definitely support 
this referendum." 


These sentiments were echoed by Mrs. 


Thomas R. Schuknecht of 740 E. Mill 
Valley Rd., Palatine, who said both she 
and her husband intended to vote tomor- 
row. 


Mrs Schuknecht is a member of the 


Virginia Lake School PTA and attended 
a meeting where Frank Whiteley ex- 
plained the issues appearing on tomor- 
row's ballot. 


"I think the schools are really needed 


and will be needed even more in the near 
future with all of the construction going 
on in the district," said Mrs. Schuknecht. 


Mrs. 
RoJM-rt H. Funkp of 336 S. Royal 


Ct , Palatine, said she had not discussed 
the matter with her husband yet but 
thought she would vote "yes." Mrs. 
Funke has five children, three of them 
attend parochial schools and two attend 
Fremd High School. 


"I suppose there is a need. Since the 


district already has the money for one 
and says approval will not raise taxes, I 
guess I don't mind," said Mrs. Funke. 


The district officials have stated ap- 


proval of the referendum will not in- 
crease taxes. The first proposal asks for 
the transfer of $1 million into the Pala- 
tine Hills Junior High fund. This definite- 
ly will not increase taxes because the $1 
million bonds are already sold and the 
debt retirement is reflected in the cur- 
rent tax rate. 


The other proposal asks for authority 


to issue $3.6 million of bonds for the con- 
struction of two new schools. The board 
has stated its commitment to a planned 
level debt retirement, which means by 
proper timing the sale of the bonds 
would not raise taxes. 


One of the two elementary schools is 


scheduled to open in Winston Knolls in 
1973 or 1974. 


Mrs. Marshall Karlin of 412 Dixon Dr., 


Hoffman Estates, lives in the Winston 
Knolls subdivision and says both she and 
her husband intend to vote "yes." "I feel 
the schools are definitely needed. The 
schools are crowded now. They had to 
move the sixth graders out of Hunting 
Ridge School this year (Hunting Ridge is 
the school where children from Winston 
Knolls currently attend). Winston Knolls 
Is still building, which can only mean 
more students." Mrs. Karlin says she 
also feels Palatine Hills is needed. 


Another resident of Winston Knolls was 


not as enthusiastic although she said she 
planned to vote "yes." "I have mixed 
emotions," said Mrs. Allen A. Pirsch of 
418 Winston Dr, Hoffman Estates.

My boys will 
be out by the time this school is going to 
be built. I had made up my mind to vote

and I understand they are going to build 
on Howey-In-The-Hills which will only 
mean more children." 


Fred J. Weidner, of 42 S. Elm St., Pal- 


atine, said his children no longer attend 
Dist. 15 schools, but he favors the refer- 
endum although he will not be in town to 
vote for it ."I know it will mean more 
taxes but if it helps keep kids in school 
and gives them a good education, I guess 
I am for it. Money doesn't mean every- 
thing even though nobody has that much 
of it. A good education is worth a few 
extra dollars."

In Cash Or Services ... 
Board To Donate $8,000 
To Youth Services Bureau 


Wheeling's Village Board agreed to 


guarantee a donation of cash or services 
totaling $8.000 next year for the youth 
services bureau project. 


The action Tuesday followed by one 


day a Buffalo Grove Villaee Board deci- 
sion to donate a maximum of $8,000 to 
the project. The donations by the two vil- 
lages will cover the entire cost of a cen- 
ter to house the proposed bureau. 


The Wheeling village board left open 


the possibility thnt the donation might be 
in the form of a facility for the bureau to 
use as its headquarters ,-ather than in 
cash. 


Three local groups — the Wheeling 


Youth Commisson. the Torch mental 
health clinic and HELP Inc. — are seek- 
ing a $131.000 grant from the Illinois Law 
Enforcement Commission to start a 
youth center for Wheeling, Buffalo Grove 
and Prospect Heights. 


Officials of the three youth groups said 


at the Wheeling village board meeting 
that funds would also be sought from 
Prospect Heights community organiza- 


tions such as the Prospect Heights Im- 
provement Association. However, they 
also said because they needed firm com- 
mitments in making the ILEC presenta- 
tion, they were asking for half the funds 
to be pledged by Wheeling with the other 
half to be pledged by Buffalo Grove. 


The groups needed conifrmation for 


$43,000 local funding in services and in 
cash before the bureau could make its 
final presentation to the ILEC on Friday. 


THE BUILDING would include coun- 


seling facilities to help solve youth pro- 
lems and it would serve as a "drop-in" 
center for all local youths. 


Steve Smallwood, a Wheeling high 


school student working with the adult or- 
ganizations to establish the center ex- 
plained that "75 per cent of the facility 
would be just some place for kids to go 
to listen to music, watch TV and rap 
with their friends." 


Such a center would help not only by 


rehabilitating delinquents but also would 
prevent "good kids from being led to 
vandalism or delinquency because they 


Time To Turn Back Clock 


The annual ritual of turning back the 


clock is on us again, as residents of this 
area and most other states in the nation 
pick up the hour they lost in April. 


Clocks should be turned one hour 


BACK Sunday morning when Daylight 
Savings Time ends. 


Officially, Daylight Ssvings Time ends 


at 2 a.m. local time Sunday morning, al- 
though most people reset their clocks on 
Saturday night when they turn in. 


Although the Northwest suburbs are in 


a part of the country which recognizes 
Daylight Savings Time as a normal part 


of the change of season, the idea of 
changing the hours of the day is still a 
controversial subject in some states. 
First introduced during World War I as a 
means of saving electricity, the idea of 
Daylight Savings Time caught on, but re- 
mained controversial until the federal 
government set up mandatory rules. 


In Arizona, Michigan and Hawaii state 


legislatures have passed bills exempting 
their states from the 1966 Uniform Time 
Act, and Indiana, a patchwork of time 
zones, 19 out of 92 counties still do not 
observe the changing hours.

Wheeling acting Village Mgr. George 


Passolt, administrative assistant Roger 
Strieker and Valenza pointed out that 
with Wheeling's rapid expansion this 
year the village wifl not have money as 
readily available next year as it has had 
in the past. 


They said expanding village police and 


fire protection to meet the needs of a 
larger community and work on streets 
and sewers must be given priority in vil- 
lage spending. 


VALENZA INDICATED that because 


of the developments now under way, the 
village might be able to get donations of 
labor and materials for a center. "We 
trustees have a way with builders," he 
indicated. 


Ruth Wieder of HELP Inc., said that 


the groups already have a commitment 
from Gus Stavros to act as general con- 
tractor for a building. 


Valenza also suggested that the village 


might be willing to lease a piece of land 
adjacent 
to the Wheeling municipal 


building for $1 per year as a site for the 
youth services bureau center. 


Board members said that a proposal 


be made that the village fire station 
could not be turned over for a youth cen- 
ter once a new fire station is built. "At 
this point the fire department is not 
available for a youth center. It's not va- 
cant and it won't bo for a while," 
Trustee Edward Berger said. 


Valenza said he would do everything 


he could to see that Wheeling's cash do- 
nation would be kept to a minimum 
while still getting a facility for the 
youth center.

1,175 Miles 
Later, Walker 
Arrives Here

Weeks ago, Dan Walker recalled the 


soul-searching and the doubt that pre- 
ceeded his decision to walk the length of 
Illinois in search of votes for governor. 


He was embarking on a challenge to 


the candidate to be picked by the regular 
Democratic organization of the state and 
he needed to dramatize that challenge 
and make his name known. 


But Illinois is a tall state and once 


started, there would be no turning back. 
You can't launch a political campaign 
with the announcement that you MAY 
walk the state. 


So Walker started out from the Ken- 


tucky border, to shake the hands of 
strangers throughout the state. 


Sixteen weeks and 1,175 miles later, 


Walker strode into the Northwest sub- 
urbs yesterday, with the air of a man 
who knows he made the right choice. 


THE 
WALKING CAMPAIGN had 


worked in the hills of Southern Illinois, 
he feels. It worked on the flat plains and 
among the young corn in the central 
counties. It worked in the rolling coun- 
tryside of the Rock River and Fox River 
valleys. 


And it was working in the suburbs. 
The state he hopes to govern, he said, 


is " state of many parts. "I've been 
through the Hog Capital of the World, the 
Petunia Capital of the World, the Soy- 
bean Capital of the World, and the Chili 
Capital of the World ..." 


"But there is very little difference 


among the people, either downstate or in 
the metropolitan area," he declares. 
"There is a warmth and good will among 
them." 


AND WALKER AND HIS campaign 


aides feel they have struck that reservoir 
of good will by their down-to-earth ap- 
proach. 


In southern Illinois, he was greeted by 


men in farmer's attire and women in cot- 
ton dresses.. They greeted Mm at the 
end of their lane or at crossroads with 
lemonade and root beer.

Fireman Lowell Fell, head of the de- 


partment's community relations bureau, 
said that costumes of brightly colored 
material show up best to passing motor- 
ists.

IF MASKS are to be worn, Fell ad- 


vised parents to check them to make 
sure they do not obscure the child's vi- 
sion.

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Moderate-Income Housing Rules Set 


After agreeing Arlington Heights needs 


some lower income housing, members of 
the low-and moderate-income housing 
study committee Tuesday set the prelim- 
inary requirement for such housing at 
between 200 and 250 units. 


Backed with statistical data from a 


residential survey, committee members 
determined the immediate need for low- 
income housing is about 50 units and the 
need for moderate-income housing is be- 
tween 150 and 200 units. 


The residential survey was conducted 


this summer and included a sampling of 
results from more than 900 residents in 
the village. The survey was aimed pri- 
marily at obtaining information for prep- 
aration of a new master plan for future 
development, but also included some 
questions on income level and number of 
family members. 


Joe Kesler, village planner, took the 


survey results and projected the number 
of people in the village who qualify under 
the income limitations established for 
Cook County. Kesler used the results 
from the 900 surveys and projected fig- 
ures based on the total of more than 
18.600 total single-family and multi-fami- 
ly units in the village. 


THE INCOME ranges for low-income 


housing are $4,500 to $7,500 and for mod- 
erate-income 
housing 
are 
$6,075 to 


$10.125 The allowed income levels are 
established depending on family size. 
The high point in both ranges is based on 


a household including 10 persons while 
the low point is based on a household 
including' one person. 


The survey results indicated that about 


104 families presently living in Arlington 
Heights would qualify for low income 
housing. This figure does not include 
households with persons who are 62 
years old or older who would qualify for 
low income housing for the elderly or 
households where the mortgage is paid in 
full. 


The total is 287 including households of 


all ages which have incomes within the 
range to qualify for low income housing. 


In the moderate-income housing range, 


the projected number of households 
which qualify was set at a total of 413, 
deducting households with family mem- 
bers over the age of 62 and households 
where the mortgage was paid. The proj- 
ected number of elderly who would quali- 
fy for moderate income housing increas- 
es the total by 6 while the projected num- 
ber of households who would qualify but 
have a paid mortgage would add an ad- 
ditional 46 to the 413 total. 


COMMITTEE MEMBERS requested 


the survey results during their last meet- 
ing Sept. 30 and said they felt they must 
have the results before determining if 
Arlington Heights needed low or moder- 
ate-income housing. The committee was 
formed early tliis year by the Arlington 
Heights Village Board and includes 
members of that board and the plan 
commission. 


The committee's duties were listed as 


studying the need for low-and moderate- 
income housing and then, if the need was 
established, proposing the best way to fill

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Chief Cites Unexplained Statistics 
Crime Rate Here Is Up — 
Or Down — It All Depends 


If statistics are to be believed, the 


crime rate so far this year in Mount 
Prospect is both up and down over last 
year, depending on the particular of- 
fense. 


But Acting Police Chief John Savage 


said that unexplained statistics often 
give a misleading picure and that is the 
case in Mount Prospect. 


Each month the police department 


turns in crime figures to the FBI. A com- 
parison check of these figures for the 
first nine months of 1970 and this year 
revealed the following: 


—Two robberies this year, four last 


year. 


—22 aggravated assaults in 1971. 43 in 


1970 


—106 burglaries and 32 forcible entries 


this year, 73 burglaries and 20 attempts 
last year. 


—318 thefts of $50 and over in 1971, 262 


in 1970. 


—358 thefts of under $50 this year, 196 


last year. 


—37 auto thefts in 1971, 47 auto thefts 


in 1970. 


THESE FIGURES SHOW a drop in 


major crimes, such as robberies, aggra- 
vated assaults and auto thefts. However, 
they also show an increase in burglaries 
and thefts. 


The major change is in petty thefts 


(those under $50) where this year there 
has been a 54.7 per cent increase. In 
fact, petty thefts have surpassed the oth- 
er theft categories this year. 


Savage gave two main reasons for the 


increase in theft cases. 


"We have more petty theft cases be- 


cause of the increase in store security at 
Randhurst," Savage said. He indicated

A total of 225 applications for firemen

Time To Turn Back Clock 


The annual ritual of turning back the 


clock is on us again, as residents of this 
area and most other states in the nation 
pick up the hour they lost in April. 


Clocks should be turned one hour 


BACK Sunday morning when Daylight 
Savings Time ends. 


Officially. Daylight Ssvings Time ends 


at 2 a.m. local time Sunday morning, al- 
though most people reset their clocks on 
Saturday night when they turn in. 


Although the Northwest suburbs are in 


« part of the country which recognizes 
Daylight Savings Time as a normal part 


of the change of season, the idea of 
changing the hours of the day is still a 
controversial subject in some states. 
First introduced during World War I as a 
means of saving electricity, the idea of 
Daylight Savings Time caught on, but re- 
mained controversial until the federal 
government set up mandatory rules. 


In Arizona, Michigan and Hawaii state 


legislatures have passed bills exempting 
their states from the 1966 Uniform Time 
Act, and Indiana, a patchwork of time 
zones, 19 out of 92 counties still do not 
observe the changing hours. 


that not only were there more store 
guards but also the stores have changed 
their policy on juvenile shoplifters. 


"Most stores are now giving us their 


juvenile shoplifters to process," Savage 
said. "Before, the stores would often turn 
juveniles over directly to the parents in- 
volved, especially in these one and two 
dollar cases we have been 
getting 


recently." 


The second reason for the increase in 


thefts, Savage said, is the increase in 
stereo equipment in cars. "Stereo tape 
equipment thefts and thefts of spare tires 
account for a large number of the report- 
ed cases." 


HE POINTED OUT that each theft, 


even if only of one dollar's worth of mer- 
chandise, has to be counted in the statis- 
tics. "Once there is a report, that's it," 
he said. 


Savage added that there is no law that 


makes a store turn over shoplifters to 
the police department. 


Although he conceded that it might be 


a contributing factor, Savage disagreed 
with published reports that increases in 
petty thefts are a result of drug addicts 
stealing to try and feed their habit. 


"It might be a contributing factor," he 


said, "but to what extent I can't say. 
Most of our cases are shoplifters. We 
have a unique situation here with some 
100 stores under one roof at Randhurst." 


The increase in reported burglaries he 


attributed partially to an increase in 
plant guards. He said that while this acts 
as a deterrent to factory thefts, it also 
results in more burglaries being report- 
ed.

No Easements For Homeowners? 
Unit To Eye Creek Plans 


The Illinois Division of Waterways 


(IDW) has agreed to look into a plan for 
the improvement of Weller Creek which 
would require no temporary easements 
from homeowners along Berkshire Lane 
in Mount Prospect. 


Under the plan, presented by the vil- 


lage drainage and clean streams com- 
mission, widening work on the creek will 
take place from the creek bed. 


Originally, plans were to dredge the 


creek from the shorelines. That would 
have required temporary easements so 
the state could get in their equipment 
along the creek banks. However, the 16 
homeowners involved, in the stretch be- 
tween School and Emerson streets, balk- 
ed because they want to preserve the 
trees at the rear of their backyards. 


"I wanted temporary easements to run 


crawlers down the backyards. I couldn't 
sell it, That's what changed the rules," 
John Guillou said. Guillou, who is chief 
engineer for IDW, attended a meeting 
Wednesday night in Mount Prospect. 


AT THE MEETING were 
village 


trustees, Mayor Robert D. Teichert, 
drainage and clean streams commission- 
ers and some of the residents involved. 
The aim of the meeting, according to 
Teichert, .was to make sure all parties 


involved knew what the change in the 
plan included. 


Guillou agreed with the new plan and 


said he would have his engineering de- 
partment draw up individual plot maps 
"so that everyone involved knows ex- 
actly what they are talking about." 


However, Guillou warned that the 


creekbed method would cost more. "You 
are paying double price because you are 
handling dirt twice. It just runs the cost 
up," he said. 


Guillou said there are already ease- 


ments for powerlines, telephone lines and 
the Metropolitan Sanitary District along 
the creek in that area. "With these, you 
don't need any temporary easements," 
he said. 


"I don't want you to get the impression 


we can do the whole job from the 
creekbed," Guillou siad. "We just don't 
know. We hope so though. We don't want 
to have to move one cubic yard if we 
don't have to."

often they' would need room to place 
ramps so equipment could be brought in 
and the dirt brought out. 


Teichert pointed out that in at least 


three locations along the creek near that 
area the village owns the land. This in- 


cluded the possibility of a permanent 
maintenance ramp at School Street. 


Another change recommended by the 


village commission was for the stretch of 
the creek just east of William Street. 
Here, at the request of landowners on the 
north bank, it is proposed that the creek 
be diverted slightly to the south and the 
new channel built on publicly owned 
land. 


Teichert said the shift would allow all 


the larger trees on the north bank to re- 
main as a shield for the property owners. 


Guillou said he would agree to the 


request if the costs were not too much 
higher. "It depends on the amount of ex- 
cavation," he said. "The law says we 
have to do the least cost improvement." 


THE WATERWAYS division has been 


improving the creek, working upstream 
from Des Plaines. Bid problems have 
held up work on the section between 
Mount Prospect Road and School Street. 
However, Gov. Richard B. Ogilvie this 
week released the $100,000 budgeted for 
the work. 


Guillou said when they readvertise for 


bids, they will advertise for as long a 
stretch as they can get done within the 
budgeted amount. The lone bid before 
was for $109,199. 


1,175 Miles 
Later•, Walker 
Arrives Here

Weeks ago, Dan Walker recalled the 


soul-searching and the doubt that pre- 
ceeded his decision to walk the length of 
Illinois in search of votes for governor. 


He was embarking on a challenge to 


the candidate to be picked by the regular 
Democratic organization of the state and 
he needed to dramatize that challenge 
and make his name known. 


But Illinois is a tall state and once 


started, there would be no turning back. 
You can't launch a political campaign 
with the announcement that you MAY 
walk the state. 


So Walker started out from the Ken- 


tucky border, to shake the hands of 
strangers throughout the state. 


Sixteen weeks and 1,175 miles later, 


Walker strode into the Northwest sub- 
urbs yesterday, with the air of a man 
who knows he made the right choice. 


T H E WALKING CAMPAIGN had 


worked in the hills of Southern Illinois, 
he feels. It worked on the flat plains and 
among the young corn in the central 
counties. It worked in the rolling coun- 
tryside of the Rock River and Fox River 
valleys. 


And it was working in the suburbs. 
The state he hopes to govern, he said, 


is a state of many parts. "I've been 
Petunia Capital of the World, the Soy- 
bean Capital of the World, and the Chili 
Capital of the World . .." 


"But there is very little difference 


among the people, either downstate or in 
the metropolitan area," he declares. 
"There is a warmth and good will among 
them." 


AND WALKER AND HIS campaign 


aides feel they have struck that reservoir 
of good will by their down-to-earth ap- 
proach. 


In southern Illinois, he was greeted by 


men in farmer's attire and women in cot- 
ton dresses.. They greeted him at the 
end of their lane or at crossroads with 
lemonade and root beer. 


In the Northwest suburbs, Walker vis- 


ited with men in pastel shirts and striped 
ties and women in pant-suits. Four wom- 
en from Wheeling greeted him at the 
southern entrance to Arlington Heights 
with a carton of iced tea.

Petition For Low-Cost 
Elderly Housing Slowed 


A petition for low-cost housing for 


the elderly in Arlington Heights is bog- 
ged down In the Department of Housing 
and Urban Development (HUD). 


The petition from 
the Cook 
County 


Housing Authority (CCHA) and the vil- 
lage of Arlington Heights was sent to 
HUD m May 1970 but has not been acted 
upon because of a lack of HUD funds for 
the project and a reorganization of the 
regional offices, according to a HUD 
spokesman yesterday. 


"Arlington Heights is on the top of the 


list," said Cornelia Hodgson of HUD. 
"We hope that a pledge for housing could 
be given with the next month or two," 
she said. 


She said 3.400 low-cost housing units 


have been allocated for the state and 
there is "four or five times more de- 
mand" for housing than the money avail- 
able. 


THE NEXT procedural step in the ac- 


quisition of elderly housing for Arlington 
Heights is a "program reservation" from 
HUD to the CCHA, which is acting as the 
village's agent in the matter. Victor 
Walchirk. executive director of CCHA 
said the program reservation will desig- 
nate the number of low-cost 
housing 


u n i t s 
a l l o c a t e d 
t o 
Arlington 


Heights. 


More than 200 elderly residents have 


expressed 
an interest in living in 


proposed low-cost housing In the village. 
The possibility of low-cost housing for the 
elderly began in April 1970 and was spon- 
sored by the village board. 


The program will be federally funded 


and no money will be contributed by Ar- 
lington Heights. The one-bedroom units 
would probably cost the renter about $40 
a month. 


A typical 10-story, 125-imit building 


would house ambulatory senior citizens 
over 62. The maximum income allowed 
for a single person would be $4,500. A 
couple may have am annual total income 
of $5,000. 


If elderly housing were built in Arling- 


ton Heights, a variation in the allowed 
height of buildings will have to be re- 
quested. 


Four sites in Arlington Heights have 


been considered as possible locations for 
the low-cost housing development. 


ONE SITE MAY be a triangular piece 


of property northwest of the Jewel Food 
Store, Wing Street and Vail Avenue. An- 
other location being explored is the Hill- 
Behan property just north of the munic- 
ipal building. 


The third possibility may be the Dun- 


ton Court parking lot in the central busi- 


Time To Turn Back Clock 


The annual ritual of turning back the 


clock is on us again, as residents of this 
area and most other states in the nation 
pick up the hour they lost in April. 


Clocks should be turned one hour 


BACK Sunday morning when Daylight 
Savings Time ends. 


Officially, Daylight Savings Time ends 


at 2 a.m. local time Sunday morning, al- 
though most people reset their clocks on 
Saturday night when they turn in. 


Although the Northwest suburbs are in 


a part of the country which recognizes 
Daylight Savings Time as a normal part 


of the change of season, the idea of 
changing the hours of the day is still a 
controversial subject in some states. 
First introduced during World War I as a 
means of saving electricity, the idea of 
Daylight Savings Time caught on, but re- 
mained controversial until the federal 
government set up mandatory rules. 


In Arizona, Michigan and Hawaii state 


legislatures have passed bills exempting 
their states from the 1966 Uniform Time 
Act, and Indiana, a patchwork of time 
zones, 19 out of 92 counties still do not 
observe the changing hours. 


The final possibility for the 
elderly housing may be on property adja- 
cent to the Lutheran Home and Service 
for the Aged building, although that site 
is generally considered too distant from 
shopping areas and transportation to 
meet federal funding standards. 


The village may draw up guidelines for 


occupancy to house only elderly in the 
development, but federal laws prohibit- 
ing discrimination of housing to any per- 
son cannot be broken. 


1,175 Miles 
Later, Walker 
Arrives Here

Weeks ago, Dan Walker recalled the 


soul-searching and the doubt that pre- 
ceeded his decision to walk the length of 
Illinois in search of votes for governor. 


He was embarking on a challenge to 


the candidate to be picked by the regular 
Democratic organization of the state and 
he needed to dramatize that challenge 
and make his name known. 


But Illinois is a tall state .and once 


started, there would be no turning back. 
You can't launch a political campaign 
with the announcement that you MAY 
walk the state. 


So Walker started out from the Ken- 


tucky border, to shake the hands of 
strangers throughout the state. 


Sixteen weeks and 1,175 miles later, 


Walker strode into the Northwest sub- 
urbs yesterday, with the air of a man 
who knows he made the right choice. 


THE 
WALKING CAMPAIGN had 


worked in the hills of Southern Illinois, 
he feels. It worked on the flat plains and 
among the young corn in the central 
counties. It worked in the rolling coun- 
tryside of the Rock River and Fox River 
valleys. 


And it was working in the suburbs. 
The state he hopes to govern, he said, 


is a state of many parts. "I've been 
through the Hog Capital of the World, 
the Petunia Capital of the World, the 
Soybean Capital of the World, and the 
Chili Capital of the World ..." 


"But there is very little difference 


among the people, either downstate or in 
the metropolitan area," he declares. 
"There is a warmth and good will among 
them." 


AND WALKER AND HIS campaign 


aides feel they have struck that reservoir 
of good will by their down-to-earth ap- 
proach. 


In southern Illinois, he was greeted by 


men in farmer's attire and women in cot- 
ton dresses. They greeted him at the 
end of their lane or at crossroads with 
lemonade and root beer. 


In the Northwest suburbs, Walker vis- 


ited with men is pastel shirts and striped 
ties and women in pant-suits. Four wom- 
en from Wheeling greeted him at the 
southern entrance to Arlington Heights 
with a carton of iced tea.

Program For Visually Handicapped Is Growing 


by St'E JACOBSON 


The visually handicapped program in 


Hieh School Dist 214 started on a shoe- 
string in 1957 and has since grown into a 
sophisticated program aimed at assisting 
all .students with visual handicaps in the 
district. 


Wheeling High School has been the lo- 


cation for the program since the school 
opened in 1964. 


Currently 10 students, four totally blind 


and the remainder partially sighted mul- 
tiple handicapped, are involved. 


The students study a regular high 


school curriculum, and are enrolled in 
regular classes as often as possible. 


VISUALLY HANDICAPPED students 


are or have been enrolled in power me- 
chanics courses, home economics, physi- 
cal education and drivers' education 


LORI DONNILLY reads a braille text-

High School, The program has oper- 
ated at the school since 1964, when 
the school opened. 


classes. 


In addition, visually handicapped stu- 


dents participate in school clubs, hold af- 
ter school jobs, attend dances and athlet- 
ic events. Many also place on the school 
honor roll; only one of the students who 
has been in the program during the past 
four years hasn't gone on to college, ac- 
cording to Faye Greenspon, one of the 
two resource teachers in the program. 


"These kids are talented and should 


participate in all activities that can help 
them in their talents,' said Mrs. Green- 
spon. "It gives them a sense of self- 
p r i d e , 
independence 
and 
accom- 


plishment. I hope that the stigma that 
they're different is disappearing. I hope 
this can be eradicated through knowl- 
edge and understanding. The intelligent 
handicapped person is able to do any- 
thing well." 


Dist. 214 was the first school district in 


the state, outside of Chicago, to start a 
resource program for the blind at the 
high school level, according to Halcyon 
Peters, resource teacher for the visually 
handicapped at Wheeling High School. 
Mrs. Peters has been with the program 
since it started 14 years ago, and was the 
only Dist. 214 staff member directly in- 
volved in the program until 1964. 


A $1,000 donation by the Arlington 


Heights Lions Club in 1957 got the pro- 
gram off the ground, Mrs. Peters re- 
called. 


"THE LIONS CLUB really put us in 


business. We didn't have nearly the re- 
sources then that we have now. We de- 
pended greatly on gifts in the first few 
years to get the program started," she 
recalled. 


The first equipment in the program 


consisted of a few tape recorders and 
braillers, machines which enable visually 
handicapped students to type in braille. 


Obtaining textbooks in braille was a 


major problem in the early days, and 
still does cause some problems, accord- 
ing to Mrs. Peters. 


Materials are obtained primarily from 


the American Printing House for the 
Blind, Johanna Bureau for the Blind in 
Chicago and also the Instructional Mate- 
rials Center in Springfield. 


However, texts must be ordered' six 


months ahead of time, and often visually 
handicapped students don't know what 
courses they will be taking, or what texts 
will be needed so far in advance. 


IN THESE CASES, many texts are 


transcribed into braille for the students' 
benefit. Mrs. Peters, with the help of vol- 
unteers, was the lone transcriber in the 
early days of the program. Today, two 
professional braillists are employed to 
transcribe texts. 


The braillists also transcribe charts, 


maps and other similar visual data from 
regular textbooks into braille. 


Many other textbooks that cannot be 


obtained in braille, particularly English 
and history texts, are recorded on tapes. 
Magazine articles, too, which could be 
used in writing research reports, have 
also been put on tape.

PARTIALLY SIGHTED students are 


aided in their classwork by the use of 
large-type textbooks and a randsite. A 
randsite works on the principal of closed 
circuit television, magnifying the printed 
word on a close circuit television screen. 


Another piece of equipment in great 


use is the thermoform machine, a ma- 
chine that makes copies of material writ- 
ten in braille. 


"Our philosophy is to help students do 


their work themselves, not to do some- 
thing for them. By their senior year, 
these students can carry on on their 
own," Mrs. Greenspon said.

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Gill Sees Big School Funding Changes 


"Tremendous changes," in terms of 


funding and organization are in the wind 
for the public school systems, according 
to Dist. 21 Supt. Kenneth Gill. 


Gill said in an interview that "solid 


planning" will be necessary to keep 
these changes from coming about "by 
default." 


If upheld in federal courts, a recent 


California Supreme Court decision that 
threw out the local property tax system 
as a method of financing public school 
education could make education through- 
out the nation entirely a function of the 
state, Gill said, A similar suit recently 
was filed in Illinois, he noted. 


"If upheld, it would mean that no local 


tax funds could be used for local pur- 
poses. A local school district couldn't tax 
itself, even if the taxpayers wanted it to 
do so." Gill said. 


Gill said he feels that this system 


would "erode what local control we have 
now over the schools. Local school 
boards would serve no function. This 
could have some serious consequences." 


THE SUPERINTENDENT said he re- 


alizes the intent of the California ruling 
is to remove inequities in education 
whereby students in richer districts can 
receive a better education than students 
in poorer districts. 


"I think every student deserves an 


equal education. Nevertheless, I am wor- 
ried about total state control of educa- 
tion. I am afraid that if the state were to 
provide the money for education, it 
w o u l d 
provide only the minimal 


amount," Gill said. 


"I'd rather see a foundation level es- 


tablished whereby the state would pro- 
vide a certain foundation of funds and

A 28-year-old Chicago man injured in

and third-degree burns when an ex- 
plosion rocked the plant. Specialty Coat- 
ings Co . 2500 Delta Ln., in the O'Hare-

plants was followed by a series of small- 
er explosions as some 400 55-gallon 
drums containing flammnbles went up in 
flames.

Chief Allen Hulett assessed the loss at $1 
million. In addition, there was another 
$20.000 in damage to a vacant building 
north of the fire scene.

estimated 2,000 Illinois School districts 
when there were 11,000 at one time. 


"BUT WE STILL HAVE unit districts 


in the state with less than 200 students. 
And I don't buy the idea that there is 
better management with unit districts. 
We have more articulation here between 
the high schools and the grade schools 
than in the unit district I was in before 
I came here," GUI said. 


"All 
this adds up to tremendous 


changes in the public school systems in 
the years ahead.

Ghosts, Witches, Goblins Deserve A Treat — Safety 


Hobgoblins, witches and other ghostly 


creatures deserve a real "treat" this 
Halloween weekend — safety. 


Des Plnines city officials are asking all 


residents to take some extra care and 
precautions to ensure a safe and.enjoy- 
able Halloween for the city's almost 
20,000 children, expected to be trick-or- 
treating this weekend. 


Des Plaines Mayor Herbert Behrel has 


recommended that all trick-or-treat vis- 
its |p residents be made between 3 p.m. 
and 8:30 p.m. Saturday. 


Mayor Behrel has also recommended 


that residents indicate their willingness 
to be visited by leaving their porch or 
outdoor lights on at night. 


CHILDREN, especially the younger 


ones, should be accompanied on their 
rounds by parents or adults, the mayor 
said in a special Halloween proclama- 
tion. 


Sgt. Kenneth Fredricks, senior police 


youth officer, advises children to stay 
within a few blocks of their homes. He 
also said that youngsters should only go 
from door-to-door in groups of at least 
four. 


Both Behrel and Sgt. Fredericks warn- 


ed against accepting unwrapped candy, 
because of recent occurances in other 
cities in which youngsters were poisoned 
or injured by Halloween candy that had 
been doctored by cranks. 


Children should be fed well before they 


go out to trick-or-treat so they won't be 
tempted to nibble on candy before it is 
examined, city officials advise. 


Unwrapped candy, such as popcorn 


balls should be discarded, and fruit 
should be washed well and cut into small 
pieces before eaten, officials warn. Need- 


les could be inserted into wrapped can- 
dy bars, and candy with loose or torn 
wrappers should be discarded, officials 
warn. 


Fredricks said some residents in the 


city's west side eighth ward have de- 
cided to give pennies to the youngsters 
instead of food, as a means of ensuring 
that no youngster is given harmful 
"treats." 


BEHREL RECOMMENDS that chil- 


dren wear light-colored suits decorated 
with reflective tape to make them more 
visible to passing motorists. He also 


warns against wearing Halloween masks 
because they restrict vision. 


Parents should make sure costumes 


and wigs are flameproof, according to 
Des Plaines Fire Department officials. 


Homemade costumes should not be 


made of flimsy material, or contain bag- 
gy sleeves and billowing skirts, they 
said. 


Children should not carry pumpkins 


which are lighted with candles, and 
candle-lighted pumpkins should not be 
left near doorways. 


Fredricks also warned youngsters to 


take the same precautions they would 


normally take while out at night: don'l 
talk to strangers. 


BEHREL ENDORSED National Safety 


Council traffic safety rules for the chil- 
dren and drivers. Youngsters 
should 


cross streets only at corners, not be- 
tween parked cars. They should look in 
all directions before crossing and obey all 
traffic lights, according to the safety 
council. 


Behrel also recommended that children 


walk on sidewalks, not in the streets. He 
cautioned drivers to be alert for "excited 
youngsters," during the Halloween holi- 
day.

VIP Seeks Hiring Practice Study 


The local Voters Independent Party 


(VIP), which has been critical of Des 
Plaines Mayor Herbert Behrel's adminis- 
tration, yesterday called for an "un- 
biased" committee of residents to study 
city hiring practices. 


In a statement, the VIP urged the 


"discharge" of a special aldermanic 
committee asked Oct. 19 by Behrel to 
look into hiring practices for summer 
employes. Of the 34 workers hired last 
summer by the city ,eight were children 
of past or present officials. 


The special committee had been ap- 


pointed earlier last summer to find out 
how five of those employes, four of them 
sons of current or former officials, were 
approved for federal anti-poverty pay- 
ments as part of their summer job sala- 
ries. 


Behrel named the committee members 


after a move by VIP-backed Aid. Spen- 
cer Chase (3rd) to form a similar "un- 
biased" panel, including VIP members, 
was defeated by city council. 


After looking into the poverty fund 


abuses, the committee found that admin- 
istrative bungling by the city and two 
other agencies, not fraud, led to the ap- 
proval of the five youths for Neighbor- 
hood Youth Corps (NYC) program pay- 
ments. A similar conclusion was reached 
after an investigation by the Better Gov- 
ernment Association. 


CHASE SAID yesterday that he will 


not ask for creation of another new com- 
mittee at Monday night's city council 
meeting, but he may make such a move 
in the future. James Baker, VIP chair- 


man, said Chase "would be lucky" if any 
alderman would second his motion for 
creating a committee. 


Aid. Robert Sherwood (2nd), special 


committee chairman, said no meeting 
would be held on hiring policies until af- 
ter a meeting on low-and moderate-in- 
come housing, scheduled for Nov. 11. He 
hopes to present a recommendation to 
the council before summer hiring begins 
this spring.

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What It's Like To Get Unhooked: Junkie

"This program works." said a 21-year- 


old Des Plaines heroin addict, now a par- 
ticipant in Forest Hospital's methadone 
maintenance program. 


"I can't still be an everyday junkie 


like I was before now that I'm on this 
program. I'm living with my family and 
I've got to go along with it ... 
my life 


now has got to go along with it to get my 
methadone and keep my job and gradu- 
ally work my way out of the drag I was 
in before." said the addict, whose name 
fr>r the purposes of this story will be Da- 
vid. 


Forest's methadone program, spon- 


sored by the Illinois Department of Men- 
tal Health, is designed to stop addicts 
from using heroin by giving them regu- 
lated daily doses of methadone. a syn- 
thetic narcotic substitute which itself is 
addictive It also tries to provide addicts 
with individual counseling and family 
and therapy to overcome the problems 
that led them to heroin. 


David has been in the program since it 


began at Forest last July. Six days a 
week he goes to the methadone clinic 
there to receive his daily dose of the 
drug, dissolved in orange juice. Saturday 
he receives an extra dose to take Sunday 
so that the clinic workers can have Sun- 
day off. 


On Mondays Wednesdays, and Fridays 


David "drops urine." giving Forest offi- 
cials a urine sample to prove he's stayed 
off the needle 


Twice a week, David attends hour-long 


group therapy sessions with other ad- 
dicts in the program. Every two weeks. 
he attends family therapy sessions with 
his parents, as well as other addicts, 
their parents and families. 


THE DaSE OF METHADONE David 


now takes every day is less than the one 
he received when he started the pro- 
gram. 


"I went to Dr Simon (Dr. Robert Sim- 


on, director of medical services at Forest 
and head of the methadone program) 
myself and asked that my dose be de- 
creased. At first it was hard getting off 
heroin. I needed all the methadone I 
could get. Later. I knew I could handle a 
smaller amount," David said. 


When David came home to Des Plaines 


more than seven months ago, after 
spending 15 months as a military draftee 
in Vietnam, his weight had dropped from 
165 to 1.10 pounds and he had been a he- 
roin addict for several months. 


"I got in Vietnam in January. Before 


June I had never had anything beyond 
grass. Then I got bored. One night in 
June. I just took heroin. I liked it. I 
started doing it everyday," David said. 


"It only took me a week to get ad- 


dicted I could get it wherever I wanted, 
from the 'mama sans' and Vietnamese 
boys. It was cheap over there and it was 
good stuff." he said. 


"I stopped for about three days before 


my 'R and R' (rest and recovery vaca- 
tions) but started again during it. From 
then on, I'd shoot whatever I could get

man, 
hurry up." The other man an- 


swered, "I am, I am." 


THE ATTENDANT told police he does 


not know how the gunmen left the sta- 
tion, but said he heard a car pull into the 
service area during the robbery. 


Listed as stolen were about 250 cartons 


of various cigarettes and $40 to $50 in 
currency and coins. 


Tomaselli identified the gunman only 


as a black man wearing a gray cap, a 
black leather or suede jacket, and dark 
green slacks. He told police he thought 
the second man was white because of the 
sound of his voice. 


Police said a white man and a black 


man reportedly asked directions of an- 
other service station attendant about the 
same time.

PROSPECT • Cl 3-1200 


family Dining • Frwndly Atmospfctn • Cocktails • Optn for lunch 


more instead of less and the money situ- 
ation was getting harder," David said. 


"At first I had an apartment, then I 


couldn't pay the rent. I started borrow- 
ing money and ripping people off. I'd 
deal right on the street to anybody," he 
said. 


"I never got arrested. I could always 


find a place to sleep for the night but I 
was really living in the streets. I got into 
the heavy-dopers crowd up there, the 
biggest dealers around," he said. 


"The only thing I cared about then was 


dope. Right away when I'd wake up I 
liked to have a fix waiting. Then I'd start 
figuring where my next one was gonna 
come from. It was never hard to find 
heroin, other than having to scrounge the 
money or sometimes go pretty far to get 
it," David said. 


He spent a brief two to three weeks on 


a methadone maintenance program in 
Michigan. 


'A FRIENDS PARENTS called my par- 


ents and told them what I was into. My 
parents came up to try to help me. 
That's when I got on that other program. 
But it didn't work. I never stopped tak- 
ing heroin. I dropped out or was sort of 
kicked out of it," he said. 


"I don't know what happened then. I 


guess gradually I got sick of all the bull. 
. . I had to go through to stay on heroin. 
I had to drag myself so far down to deal 
and scrape up money. I was down as low 
as you can get," David said. 


"Everyday I said I would quit, then 


one day I finally did it. I got together 
about $200, enough to come home. My 
mother checked into programs around 
here for me and helped me get into the 
one at Forest. She's really happy about 
it. My parents don't hassle me about 
anything. They know I'm trying now," he 
said. 


David is working full time now at a job 


he found himself. He said he is happy 
with his work and has used his salary 
and earlier unemployment checks to pay 
money he owed to friends in Michigan. 


"My personality has changed com- 


pletely. Old friends don't recognize me. 
The methadone keeps me from feeling 
sick or having withdrawal. It takes care 
of me," he said. 


"Out of the other people in the pro- 


gram, most of them were probably on 
heroin as long as I was, but I doubt if 
they had as much as I did. A lot of them 
still go back on it. The methadone isn't 
enough. Sometimes the hospital finds 
out, sometimes not. 


"I DON'T GET MUCH out of the group 


sessions. Sometimes they try to get 
people to talk about themselves and tell 
how they've been or what kind of work 


they do or stuff like that. But lately in 
group we've been playing games or 
something, telling what our favorite col- 
or is," David said. 


"But I don't really need that. The pro- 


gram's working anyway. They're strict 
and they're professional about it. They 
used to not do anything if somebody went 
back on heroin. Now they cut your meth- 
adone dose if they find out you've been 
going back too much," he said. 


"I hope to be off methadone com- 


pletely in about six months. The more I 
think about it the more I don't think I'll 


ever do dope again. It's not that I don't 
love doing heroin, it's just that I don't 
want to get back into that drag that goes 
with it. If I just had the heroin and lots 
of money and I could keep healthy, I'd 
probably do heroin the rest of my life," 
David said. 


"But I'd never sell it to anyone who 


hadn't done junk before. 


I just don't want anybody else to get 


into what I was in. I'm definitely against 
it for anybody else. Anybody who's in 
that drag should get into methadone and 
then get out, just get out," he said. 


VIP Seeks Hiring Study

"probably do get preference." 


Aid. Alan Abrams (8th), special com- 


mittee member who recommended the 
further study of hiring policies, said at 
the Oct. 19 council meeting that there is 
"some indication that people feel the city 
hiring policy should be on a basis differ- 
ent from allowing city officials to give 
jobs to their children." 


The VIP is "happy something is being 


done ... but we feel the mayor fell short 
in his responsibility to the citizens of Des 
Plaines," the group's statement said. 


"Back in August, the VIP urged him to 


appoint a committee outside the city gov- 
ernment so there would be no question as 
to who is reviewing who and for what 
purpose," said the group. 


"At that time we were accused of try- 


ing to make a political football out of the 
(poverty fund) mixup, yet it still became 
a political football because city politi- 
cians did the investigating instead of 
uninvolved citizens. 


"WHY 
NOT look into the entire hiring 


policy? Don't limit it to part time sum- 
mer help. Let's get right down to brass 
tacks and eliminate nepotism," the VIP 
statement said. 


Sherwood defended the objectivity of 


his committee saying, "We were very 
critical of several areas of operations in 
the city." He noted that the report criti- 
cized Behrel for lack of communications 
with administrators. 


He said the VIP is politically moti- 


vated in seeking to "blow the hiring 
study out of proportion." 


He also was critical of the VIP's 


request for a study of all the hiring pol- 
icies. "If they had any knowledge of the 
city government at all, they would real- 


ize that, besides summer help, all em- 
ployes are on civil service," and receive 
their jobs through competitive tests, he 
said. 


According to Abrams, the committee 


would find out how youths are hired for 
summer jobs and would also find out 
whether residents feel there should be a 
policy change. 


He has said a new policy might require 


hiring on the basis of aid or merit. A 
competitive process also might 
be 


adopted, he said. 


The committee will meet soon, Abrams 


has said, to hear comments and sugges- 
tions from city administrators and offi- 
cials, and residents. 


Committee members are Sherwood, 


Abrams, Aid. Robert Michaels (8th) Aid. 
Lois Czubakowski (5th); Aid. Kenneth 
Kehe (2nd) and City Atty. Robert DiLeo- 
nardi, a non-voting member...

A group of Hanover Park residents 


plan to file a lawsuit against the Metro- 
politan Sanitary District for conditions at 
the Hanover Park Sewage Treatment 
Plant. 


The group will file the suit to collect as 


much as $1 million for personal damages 
and violations of civil rights caused by 
the plant's operations. 


The suit is being planned because of 


the odors that the plant is generating, 
according to Mrs. Ronald Goro, 7922 
Huntington Circle North, Hanover Park. 


She said odors from the plant have 


made several children in the neighbor- 
hood ill, have placed dark coating on 
houses in the area and have made homes 
in the area "unliveable." 


MRS. 
GORO said a group of residents 


will meet tomorrow night at St. George 
and the Dragon restaurant in Hanover 
Park to plan the suit. She said she hopes 
as many as 2,000 persons will participate 
in the legal action. 


She added that Hanover Park officials 


plan to complain about the odors at the 
Thursday, Nov. 4 MSD meeting. A group 
of Hanover Park residents will accom- 
pany the village officials to the MSD 
meeting, she reported. 


MSD Supt. Ben Sosewitz yesterday re- 


ported his office was taking steps to 
eliminate odors which had been leaking 
from the plant this week. 


He termed complaints from area resi- 


dents "legitimate," but said the district 
was doing everything it could to reduce 
the odors. 


Sosewitz said the problem will be elim- 


inated when expansion of the facility is 
completed next May. 


Mrs. Goro said if her group can devel- 


op enough pressure "MSD could find a 
way to get it straightened out." 


He said the village "needed" to cooper- 


ate with MSD, and thus it was better for 
the residents to file the suit against 
MSD. 
The problem has reoccurred de- 


spite promises that the present plant 
would be able to handle sewage until 
1980, she said. 


THE MEETING tomorrow night is de- 


signed to organize the suit and to com- 
pile a list of persons with complaints 
against the plant, Mrs. Goro said. She 
reported that attorneys Don Leibsker 
and William Davies will handle the case. 


MSD officials, 
facing similar com- 


plaints in past months, have reported the 
odors are not dangercms, only obnoxious. 
They have blamed the odor on oxidation 
ponds that produce an odor when heat 
slows the oxidation process. 


The MSD plans to locate two other 


sewage treatment plants in the North- 
west suburbs. The Salt Creek Water 
Reclamation plant, located on Meacham 
Road in eastern Schaumburg Township, 
is scheduled to be completed by 1974.

A Year Has Passed But Jayne Trial Doesn't Appear Near

A full yp;ir li;is p;issrri since Inverness 


horseman (leorge .Inync was hot and 
murdered hist Oct. 2». but the trial has 
yet to begin. 


Four men. inrlndinu .layne's brother, 


Silas, have Ijei-n held in Cook County .fail 
without bond since their arrest May 1!2 
on murder charges waiting for the litiga- 
tion to get out of thr complication of pre- 
trial hearings. Hut the actual trial prob- 
ably will not begin until the early part of 
next year. 


Motions and 
counter motions have 


bwn filed by both the assistant stale's 
attorneys and defense attorneys in crimi- 
nal court, delaying the progress of the 
hearings. The immense volume of police 
reports, crime lab reports and grand 
jury testimony has taken much time to 
prepare for all the lawyers involved, who 


need the information to help them in pre- 
paring their cases. 


TIIKSE LKGAI, proceedings have vir- 


tually eliminated the Palatine police, the 
original investigators in the murder, 
from the case, although testimony of lo- 
cal police wilt be a necessary part of the 
actual trial. 


Jaync was killed by a single shot of a 


rifle as he played cards with his family 
in the basement of his palatial home the 
evening of Oct. 28. After the shooting, a 
large-scale investigation was started by 
the Palatine police in conjunction with 
the Illinois Bureau of Investigation and 
stale's attorney's police. 


This investigation involved the ques- 


tioning of countless individuals who may 
have had some contracts with some of 
the key figures involved in the case. It 
also brought about further study of pre- 
vious murders involving the Jayncs, such 


as the 1965 bombing of George's car 
which killed horse trainer Cherie Rude 
and the 1969 shooting of Frank Michelle 
who was found dead ouside Silas' Elgin 
home. 


Although charged with conspiracy to 


commit murder in the death of Miss 
Rude, Silas was acquitted for lack of evi- 
dence. No charges were made against 
him in the Michelle death, attributing the 
case to self-defense. 


After months of investigating with no 


solid evidence to take to a grand jury, 
Mclvin Adams, now the state's star wit- 
ness in the case, offered testimony which 
led to the indictments of Silas and three 
others. 


ADAMS, WHO HAD been charged with 


attempting to influence the testimony 
another grand jury witness, was granted 
immunity for his information and is now 
being held in protective custody. 


His testimony led to the two-count in- 


dictments against Silas, Joseph LaPlaca 
of Elgin, a bodyguard 
and friend of 


Silas'; Edwin Nefeld of Chicago Heights, 
and ex-policeman from Markham; and 
Julius Barnes of Chicago, a laborer. 


All pleaded not guilty to their charges. 
A fifth suspect, Kenneth Hansen, was 


also indicted shortly after the others on 


charges of conspiracy and solicitation to 
commit murder. However, his attorney 
has requested the charges be dropped. 


The next hearing on the death of 


George Jayne will be held in criminal 
court Nov. 4. This will amount to another 
continuation in a string of continuations 
that might eventually lead to the trial 
and the end of a history of death.

Program For Visually Handicapped Is Growing 


by SUE JACOBSON 


The visually handicapped program in 


High School Dist. 214 started on a shoe- 
string in 19S7 and has since grown into a 
sophisticated program aimed at assisting 
all students with visual handicaps in the 
district. 


Wheeling High School has been the lo- 


cation for the program since the School 
opened in 1964. 


Currently 10 students, four totally blind 


and the remainder partially sighted mul- 
tiple handicapped, are involved. 


The students study a regular high 


school curriculum, and are enrolled in 
regular classes as often as possible. 


VISUALLY HANDICAPPED students 


are or have been enrolled in power me- 
chanics courses, home economics, physi- 
cal education and drivers' education 
classes. 


In addition, visually handicapped stu- 


dents participate in school clubs, hold af- 
ter school jobs, attend dances and athlet- 
ic events. Many also place on the school 
honor roll; only one of the students who 
has been in the program during the past 
four years hasn't gone on to college, ac- 
cording to Faye Greenspon, one of the 
two resource teachers in the program. 


"These kids are talented and should 


participate in all activities that can help 
them in their talents,' said Mrs. Green- 
spon. "It gives them a sense of self- 
p r i d e , 
independence 
and 
accom- 


plishment. I hope that the stigma that 
they're different is disappearing. I hope 
this can be eradicated through knowl- 
edge and understanding. The intelligent 
handicapped person is able to do any- 
thing well." 


Dist. 214 was the first school district in 


the state, outside of Chicago, to start a 
resource program for the blind at the 


high school level, according to Halcyon 
Peters, resource teacher for the visually 
handicapped at Wheeling High School. 
Mrs. Peters has been with the program 
since it started 14 years ago, and was the 
only Dist. 214 staff member directly in- 
volved in the program until 1964. 


A $1,000 donation by the Arlington 


Heights Lions Club in 1957 got the pro- 
gram off the ground, Mrs. Peters re- 
called. 


"THE LIONS CLUB really put us in 


business. We didn't have nearly the re- 
sources then that we have now. We de- 
pended greatly on gifts in the first few 
years to get the program started," she 
recalled. 


The first equipment in the program 


consisted of a few tape recorders and 
braillers, machines which enable visually 
handicapped students to type in braille. 


Obtaining textbooks in braille was a 


major problem in the early days, and 
still does cause some problems, accord- 
ing to Mrs. Peters. 


Materials are obtained primarily from 


the American Printing House for the 
Blind, Johanna Bureau for the Blind in 
Chicago and also the Instructional Mate- 
rials Center in Springfield. 


However, texts must be ordered six 


months ahead of time, and often visually 
handicapped students don't know what 
courses they will be taking, or what texts 
will be needed so far in advance. 


IN THESE CASES, many texts are 


transcribed into braille for the students' 
benefit. Mrs. Peters, with the help of vol- 
unteers, was the lone transcriber in the 
early days of the program. Today, two 
professional braillists are employed to 
transcribe texts. 


The braillists also transcnbe charts, 


maps and other similar visual data from 
regular textbooks into braille. 


Many other textbooks that cannot be 


obtained in braille, particularly English 
and history texts, are recorded on tapes. 
Magazine articles, too, which could be 
used in writing research reports, have 
also been put on tape. 


An extensive library of tapes has been 


collected in the resource room for vis- 
ually handicapped at Wheeling High 
School. Many additional fiction books 
and encyclopedias in braille are in the 
Wheeling High Library for use by the 
visually handicapped. 


The two resource teachers augment 


what the students learn in the classroom, 
or in the case of those who do not attend 
regular classes, teach them the material 
themselves. 


PARTIALLY SIGHTED students are 


aided in their classwork by the use of 
large-type textbooks and a randsite. A 
randsite works on the principal of closed 
circuit television, magnifying the printed 
word on a close circuit television screen. 


Another piece of equipment in great 


use is the thermoform machine, a ma- 
chine that makes copies of material writ- 
ten in braille. 


"Our philosophy is to help students do 


their work themselves, not to do some- 
thing for them. By their senior year, 
these students can carry on on their 
own," Mrs. Greenspon said.

formation, weather reports and takeoff 
and landing instructions on a special ra- 
dio receiver. 


Steve and Dave were encouraged dur- 


ing their recent visit to O'Hare to find 
that many of the men who control traffic 
are relatively young. But they also came 
away with some feeling for the immense 
responsibility that rests with the control 
team. 


"The men would laugh and tell jokes 


every once in a while," Dave said. "I 
guess they have to kid around when 
they're not working, just to keep their 
sanity."

Statistics, as Brown says, hardly tell 


the full story 


Take 
for intance, Jack Concannon, 


Bears' quarterback 


Before being injured. Concannon com- 


pleted J2 nut of 77 passes this season. 
Now thnse are niee statistics since his 
completion percentage totals 54.B. The 
gnnri pro quarterback should have a per- 
centage t»f 52.0 or better. 


Bu t Concannon is not a good pro quar- 


terback 


If a fan would read further into the 


statistics he would find that Concannon's 
completions gained only 334 yards. His 
average gain per pass figure, one of the 
truet measurements in grading pro quar- 
tet backs, was 434 The average pro 
quarterback — merely average — gets 
around B 50 yards per pass attempted 


The statistics further show that of Con- 


cannon's 42 completions, only one (1) 
went further than 27 yards This is all 
the more astounding since he has one of 
the best pass receivers in the game ui 
Dick Gordon 


Bear coach Jim Dooley still insists that 


Cnncannon had a fine season in 1970. Af- 
ter all. the quarterback did complete 50.2 
per eent of his 385 pass attempts. 


Dooley, however, fails to mention that 


Concannon's average gain per pass was 
only 5 33 — which ranked 31st (THIRTY- 
FIRST') among regular pro passers 
Among all of those who threw passes in 
1970. Concannon ranked a lowly 64th! 


Apparently. 
Concannon's completion 


percentage does not tell the full story of 
his ability, or his lack, thereof 


Lem Barney of the Detroit Lions is 


consistently among the leaders in inter- 
cepting passes Yet, Lion fans, and even 
his coach Joe Schmidt, were disgruntled 
last year as Barney repeatedly got beat- 
en by receivers because Barney was go- 
ing for the interception instead of cov- 
ering his man 


Though Barney was once again among 


the leaders in Interceptions In 1970. he 
did not have a good season. The statis- 
tics did not say so, however. 


When end Homer Jones was with the 


New York Giants he racked up impres- 
sive receiving statistics What those sta- 
tistics failed to show, however, was that 
Jones dropped a number of crucial pas- 
ses in the open Despite great statistical 
seasons. Jones is now with the Cleveland 
Brown taxi squad 


Statistics may show the yardage or the 


completions or the interceptions one 
makes, but they fail to show the key 
blocks, good pass coverage, the extra 
lunge for the first down, etc. 


Statistics do not tell the full story in 


football 


Now do they do In baseball. 
The statistics say the Ferguson Jen- 


kins of the Cubs is a great pitcher. He 


has won 20 or more games in each of the 
past five years. 


Yet, when the big game comes up, 


when the Cubs are faced with a "must" 
situation, Jenkins 
has 
rarely 
come 


through in the clutch In the past three 
years when the Cubs have been in rea- 
sonable pennant contention, Jenkins has 
posted a 2-10 record against the Pitts- 
burgh Pirates 


And, since Pittsburgh has won the pen- 


nant the past two years, it is apparent 
that Jenkins has not win the big games. 


But, because Jenkins has those nice 


looking statistics, everyone is quick to 
jump 
on 
the 
Fergy-is-a-great-pitcher 


bandwagon. 


Just because a player hits plenty of 


home runs does not necessarily mean 
that he had a good season. Many of those 
homers may have come in meaningless 
situations 


Other than leadoff batters, a player's 


home run productivity can be judged by 
the number of runs batted in he gets with 
those homers Rico Petrocelli's totals of 
40 home runs and 97 RBI's tend to lend 
to the fact that many of those homers 
came with the bases empty in 1969. In 
1964 Felix Mantilla belted 30 home runs. 
Yet those homers netted only 64 runs 
batted in — which spells plenty of home 
runs with nobody on base. 


Runs batted in figures might say that 


Ron Santo batted in 88 runs but they also 
fail to mention how many runners Santo 
could have possibly left on base with 
three .300 hitters batting ahead of him — 
Beckert, Williams and Pepitone. 


Fielding percentages may tell how few 


errors a player made, but they do not 
tell how many base hits the same player 
allowed to slip through the infield or fall 
in the outfield. 


Just because a team leads the league 


in competing double plays does not mean 
that, that same team has a great double 
play combination It just may be that the 
pitching staff was so poor that the infield 
had that many more opportunities to try 
for double plays. 


Just because the Cubs led all of base- 


ball in complete games in pitching statis- 
tics does not mean that the Cubs had 
that great of a starting rotation. It just 
meant that the bullpen was so lousy that 
the manager was afraid to remove his 
starters. 


There are many factors hidden from 


the baseball box scores which win games 
— taking the extra base on a single such 
as going from first base to third, moving 
a runner from first to second with a 
ground out to the right side of the infield, 
the diving catch on an infield hit which 
prevents a run from scoring, the throw 
to the cutoff man which prevents the op- 
ponent from moving a man into scoring 
position, etc. 


Basketball statistics may show who 


leads the league in scoring or assists or 
rebounds but they fail to show how many 
times a guard beat a full-court press 
with bis dribbling, or how good a defense 
a forward may play or how well thr cen- 
ter clogs the middle and forces the oppo- 
nent to shoot from the outside. 


One must have wondered how hockey 


goaltender Gerry Desjardins so suddenly 
improved after coming from the Los An- 
geles Kings to the Blackhawks. 


Desjardins yielded quite a few goals 


while with the Kings but last year with 
the Hawks he was one of the best in the 
league. 


Dis Desjardins improve that much? 


Or, simply, did the Blackhawk defense- 
men do a better job around Desjardins 
than the Kings' did? 


The latter is probably true. 
But it does not show up in the statis- 


tics 


Which do not tell the full story. 


Maine West Returns Home, 
Hopes For First Triumph

It is Homecoming Week at Maine West 


and never has the word "Homecoming" 
been more applicable than to the Warrior 
football team. 


Tonight's 8 o'clock game with Glen- 


brook South will be Maine West's first 
home contest since Sept. 24 when the 
Warriors lost a heartbreaker to Maine 
South 14-8. 


Glenbrook South has been one of the 


most disappointing teams in the Central

South 31-6. Oafter clubbing Niles North 
27- 
8, Glenbrook South played a fine game 
against a fine Glenbrook North contin- 
gent but lost 12V7. 


The Titans have what is called a "bet- 


ter than average" club all the way down 
the line. Glenbrook South's size and 
speed are considered above average. The 
defensive unit has been almost splendid 
the past two weeks. The Titans, however, 
have been erratic on offense and are still 
seeking consistency. 


Maine West has been playing fairly 


consistently, giving every team a good 
battle, but the Warriors are still seeking 
the good breaks they would aid them to 
break the eight-game losing streak which 
began last October. 


The Warriors trailed by only 7-0

Realigned CSL Realigned Again 


The recently realigned Central Subur- 


ban League has been realigned again. 


In one division, starting in the fall of 


1972, will be Maine West, Maine South, 
Niles West, Niles North, Deerfield and 
Niles East. The other division will be 
made up of Maine North, Maine East, 
New Trier West, Highland Park, Glen- 
brook North and Glenbrook South. 


The original division setup, approved 


by the CSL's athletic directors had 
Deerfield and Glenbrook South in divis- 
ions opposite in which they are now de- 
signed to be. 


It has also been announced that the 


scheduling agreement between the Sub- 
urban League, which relinquished Niles 
East and Highland Park, and the Central

Some like it hot, so the saying goes. 


And the men in the bottled water busi- 
ness, always aiming to please, will give 
you hot water. 


Of course you can always drink it cold 


or at room temperature. Would you like 
twilled water delivered to your home, 
dispensed from a five-gallon cooler or do 
you prefer a small bottle with your din- 
ner? 


Use it as a mixer, or if you're a tee- 


totaler, drink it straight. You can even 
spray a fine mist on your face as an 
early morning pick-me-up. 


Buy bottled water for your family's 


general good health, to ease your worries 
about water pollution or for its natural 
fsometimes unnatural) good taste, for 
granny's kidney ailments or your baby's 
optimal development. 


YOU CAN WET your whistle on bottled 


mineral waters from out of state, dis- 
tilled water from Elk Grove Village or 
even Chicago. Some prefer the snob ap- 
peal of the imported European waters

are happily bracing themselves for a de- 
luge of new customers 


THE MOUNTAIN Valley Water Co, 


for example, recently moved from small- 


er quarters in Chicago to its plant in 
Centex Industrial Park, Elk Grove Vil- 
lage, to accommodate its expanding 
market. Famous for its mineral water 
from Hot Springs, Ark., the company 
recently celebrated its 100th anniversary. 
The parent firm, Mountain Valley Spring 
Co., is basec in Hot Springs. 


The new pollution-consciousness and 


resultant suspicion of tap water is enabl- 
ing the bottled water industry to shed its 
image of a tonic for oldsters according to 
Laurence 
McNally, Mountain Valley 


president. "We used to advertise it as an 
aid for kidney problems," he said. "Now 
we advertise it as a general mountain 
spring water and our sales are up quite a 
bit." 


McNally declined to estimate the total 


volume of Mountain Valley bottled water 
sales but said the volume climbed sharp- 
ly in the last five years, especially in the 
last several months. He estimates that 
400,000 gallons of Mountain Valley min- 
eral water will be bottled annually at the 
Elk Grove plant. The water is shipped in 
glass lined railroad cars from Hot 
Springs, Ark. 


You can taste the difference between 


the "real thing" in mmeral waters, and 
the "cheaper waters," McNally said. His 
firm distributes a range of imported and 
domestic waters in sizes ranging from 7 
ounces to five gallons. 


ELK GROVE Village's municipal wa- 


ter, pumped from deep wells, is also bot- 
tlfcd by Mountain Valley after it is puri- 
fied Sold under the name Sierra Water, 
it competes with other lower-priced wa- 
ters 


The company also sells water coolers 


as well as hot-and-cold units. 


Stores and homes are Mountain Val- 


ley's biggest customers followed by of- 
fice users. Hotels and taverns often buy 
the smaller size bottles. 


Another dimension was added to the 


industry by a cosmetics firm selling a 
mineral water spray as an "instant re- 
freshment for jaded, faded skin." 


Dwight Chattaway, director of sales 


and marketing for Hinckley & Schmitt, 
Chicago-based water company, predicts 
that the biggest appeal of bottled water 
will stay in the residential market. The 
firm is going more heavily into home de- 
livery in addition to its store distribution. 


"WE SELL THREE types of water," 


said Chattaway. "One is a nursery water 
which is a formulation to provide optimal 
growth patterns for infants; then we 
have a spring pure product and a dis- 
tilled water." 


Chicago city water is bottled by Hinck- 


ley & Schmitt after it is processed. Chat- 
taway said the firm's specialty water is 
distinguished from the "mass produc- 
tion" municipal water after it undergoes 
filtration, 
deiomzation, softening, dis- 


tillation, ozonation '(bubbling oxygen 
through it) and reconstitution (putting 
back the healthful minerals.) 


"I defy anyone to compare it with 


spring water," said Chattaway. He 
claims the difference can be seen (as in 
a brew of tea) as well as tasted. 


An added attraction of the Hinckley & 


Schmitt water is the installation of a wa- 
ter cooler in your home, adds Chattaway. 
The company features 
a "gourmet" 


model with both cold and room tempera- 
ture water.

In the shiny, well-equipped high school 


kitchen, the cooks prepare salads and 
main courses every day, bake rolls and 
hamburger buns nearly every day, and 
fix desserts like cream puffs and cakes 


We try to cook ahead as much as pos- 


sible, but some things have »o be made 
neht before its served " Mrs Lindberg 
said She likes to see pizza on the menu 
often because the students like it "But," 
sht- said, "that is one of the more trou- 
blesome things to cook " 


'We have to make the crust, spread 


the sauce and grind all the cheese It 
can't be cooked ahead because it has to 
be kept very hot, so of course it is more 
work It isn t bad for us but some of the 
bigger high schools have more trouble." 
she said 


ABOIT TWO WEEKS ago a milkshake 


machine was installed at the high school 
after Mrs Lindberg explained to stu- 
dents that the machine would not stay if 
it resulted in cleanup problems 


Some members of the administration 


hesitated to install the machine, she said, 
hut since it has been in, "the kids have 
been wonderful about keeping things 
clean If you appeal to young people they 
almost always cooperate " 


She knows many of the students by 


sight and some by name, she said, and 
"I feed them so they like me " 


One boy — her "cranberry boy" — 


who especially likes the cranberry muf- 
fins the cafeteria! serves recently asked 
her for the recipe so he could take it 
home and try it 


When he came back he told her she 


should publish all the recipes, "this is 
the best food around." he told her.

A year ago last spring Rodger Peters 


noticed an old abandoned farm house 
close to the interchange of Route 53 and 
Dundee Road. The setting appealed to 
him . . . so much so, that he returned 
with his camera and shot some pictures. 
He also returned with his wife and let 
her sketch the same scene. 


The house was torn down three weeks 


later, but not before Rodger had record- 
ed its existence on film and Jeanne, his 
wife, had captured it on paper. 


The above is common practice for the 


Arlington Heights' couple who exhibit to- 
gether in area art shows. It's not unusual 
to have one artist per family, but two is 
not quite so common. 


Yet while Jeanne and Rodger exhibit 


side by side, their individual avenues of 
expression are not so closely related. 


JEANNE DABBLES in watercolor. 


Her husband is a photographer. Their 
subject matter, however, is one and the 
same. Both greatly appreciate nature. 


"We both started exhibiting in art fairs 


just this past year," said Rodger, who is 
by profession a chemist. 


"Photography is a part-time business 


which I hope to keep that way so I don't 
lose the fun of it. A lot of professional 
photographers say they wish they could 
be doing what I am, but they have too 
many jobs to finish and just can't find 
the time to do it." 


Rodger and Jeanne Peters are two art- 


ists who truly b've in an artistic setting, 
smack dab in the northwest suburbs. 
Their old renovated farmhouse off Dun- 
dee Road is completely enclosed and hid- 
den from view by a jungle of trees and 
underbrush. Their property is next door 
to a subdivision and down the street 
from a high rise of condominiums. And 
that's what sold the Peters on their 
dwelling. Not the house in particular, but 
the privacy. 


WHILE RODGER has experimented 


with photography for some 20 years, first 
becoming interested while flying recon- 
naissance missions during the Korean 
War, his wife started painting only in the 
last couple of years. 


One glance at her work hung in their 


home indicates she caught on pretty fast. 


"I have a friend who is an artist and 


one time half jokingly I said to her that I 
had always wanted to learn to paint," 


said Jeanne. "She said O.K. I'll teach 
you. I learned by a rather unorthodox 
method, but it worked," she continued. 


"It has taught me one other thing, too. 


You can do just about anything really. It 
doesn't matter if you've never done it 
before." 


BUT JEANNE WASN'T entirely igno- 


rant of the arts. In college she was a 
theater major and occasionally designed 
sets. 


Although she has worked with oils, she 


prefers watercolors. "I enjoy working 
with that medium," she said, "and wa- 
tercolor is quick," a certain advantage 
she maintains, when you have to con- 
stantly watch over a daughter under two 
years of age. 


The couple spent a great deal of time 


this past summer exhibiting in weekend 
art shows in the immediate area. 


Jeanne surprised herself by taking a 


first place in a Palatine art fair, July 4, 
the first one she had ever entered. Her 
husband was awarded numerous prizes 
throughout the past summer. 


"There is an increased interest in pho- 


tography as an art," said Roger, who in 
some shows more or less had the field to 
himself. 


"TOWARD THE END of the season, I 


was really up against some pretty tough 
competition. Next year, there will be 
even a lot more photography entries." 


"Some fairs still don't like photo- 


graphy to be entered because they don't 
know how to classify it," added his wife. 


Unlike most photo bugs, Rodger sel- 


dom carries a camera around with him. 
"But I'm always looking," he said. "I 
will record something in my mind and 
then go back with my camera. I can tell 
by now what will make a good picture. 
Whenever I'm driving around, it is as if 
I'm looking through a lens. I see every- 
thing in shades of gray." 


Rodger 
works predominately with 


black and white film. "Color is a 
crutch," he said. "It fails to capture the 
mood. If you can't rely on color, you 
have to be more creative in bringing oth- 
er things out." 


OFTEN JEANNE AND Rodger will go 


in search of subject matter in the vicin- 
ity of Long Grove or in the Forest Pre- 
serves. 


But then, they can also do a lot of pic- 


ture taking and sketching right in their 
own shaded front yard.

'Flea Market' Thrives In Paris

PARIS iNEAi — With what to ninny 


Europeans was coming to seem like the 
longest summer ever at long, long last at 
an end. one of the most unusual if pictu- 
resque sites this city has seen in a long 
time is also clewing up shop. 


Paris prides itself on having seen just 


about everything in its long history as a 
world crossroads. Even so. many of the 
capital's supersophisticated citizens have 
been startled by the mini-flea market 
which thrived throughout the tourist sea- 
son hard by the American Express build- 
ing, in the very shadow of the Opera. 


This is the year American young 


people in greater numbers than ever be- 
fore descended on Europe and most of 
them have made this scene at one time 
or another to pick up equipment for their 
travels through Europe or to get rid of 
used or unwanted Items and make a few 
francs in the process. 


ALONG THE BARRICADES which sur- 


rounded the area, during construction of 
the vast new underground express rail- 
way which will connect distant suburbs 
with the heart of Paris, the long-haired, 
blue-jeaned boys and girls have perched, 
exchanging gear and travel experiences. 
The majority have been students, with 
here and there a tot in a carry cot or 
strapped to a parent. One day there was 
Pia. a mother of 18, serenely feeding her 
baby and looking for all the world like a 
figure in an Italian primitive, while her 
young husband had gone off to try and 
sell the old Mercedes they had bought 
upon arrival in Europe months before. 


Parked in the small area would be mo- 


torbikes and maybe a couple of automo-' 
biles with rough "For Sale" signs or 
"Looking for a passenger going North, or 
South" or "Who's going to Germany, 
Holland?" 


ALL SORTS OF objects have been for 


sale in this incongruous mart — mat- 


tresses, pots and pans, guitars, transis- 
tors and blankets. Before the great dollar 
crisis, the market was bullish. But takers 
have been on the scarce side since. 


Hope of many of the sellers has been to 


pick up the few extra francs, or dollars, 
that would enable them to stay a few 
more days or weeks in Europe, before 
returning home to college or jobs many 
have been none too sure would be there. 


The American Express has always 


been focal point for Americans in Eu- 
rope, but never more so nor more unusu- 
ally so than this year of the great youth 
movement. Down in the basement is a 
small shopping center offering perfumes 
and cosmetics, books, postal cards, 
scarves and souvenirs with prices in dol- 
lars and everybody speaking English. 
JVJost of the customers, however, have 
been the more mature and conventional 
tourists. The young have not bad that 


kind of money, or have not wanted to 
spend it in this way. 


THEIR GREAT INTEREST has been in 


the 
washrooms, where much-needed 


shaves, shampoos and more have been 
possible, sometimes even a complete 
change into relatively clean clothes be- 
fore rushing to the next activity on the 
agenda. 


The police on duty in the area, direct- 


ing traffic and otherwise maintaining a 
semblance of order, generally have been 
tolerant of and even amused by the spec- 
tacle of "les hippies Americaines." After 
all, they have really given no trouble. 


Neither has American Express seemed 


to mind. After all, long hair does not nec- 
essarily rule out a good supply of trav- 
elers' checks and today's budget-minded 
youth may well be tomorrow's good cus- 
tomers.
